THE COLISEUM. 


The spacious Oolisenm in which the great festival 


Is progresses has already been elaborately de- 
scribed in the HERALD, and it is only necessary now 
to allude to it as the most generous structure in thts 
coontry to the matter of room and capacity. If it 
accommodates 50,000, as Is claimed, there was cer 
tolnly that number inside of it at the Inauguration 
ceremonies and opening concert this afternoon. 
Early in the morning, In spite of a pelting rain, 
thousands of people assembled in ttie vicinity of the 
mammoth edifice, and during the entire day, oefore 
and after the concert and while it was progressing, 
every avenue of approach was thronged with coming 
and going pedestrians, dashing and prancing steeds, 
and elegant and elaborate carriages, phaetons antl 
other vehicles. Around the Coliseum, in Its imme- 
diate neighborhood, a junior city seemed to have 
sprung up during the night. The chief features or 
it of course consist or eating houses, soda fountains. 
ice cream saloons and the other CTistomary appeu- 
dages snitable to a gala occasion, mclmlins one or 
two theatres, an opera house or two of the burnr 
cork character, and also half a score of lager beer 
saloons,

the city of Boston.

The doors ot the Coliseum were opened for the 


general tnaHltnde at two o'clock, and hours before 
this the impatient ticket holders were loitering about 
the different apertures of ingress, all anxious to gam 
admittance to the Interior at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. When at length the critical honr arrived, and 
when the doors were swung back, there was a pro- 
miscuous rnsh for them, and the services of at leasr 
a dozen policemen were required at each door to 
check the struggling masses of humanity. Imme- 
diately upon entering the audience were distrlonted 
In their seats by an army of well trained ushers and 
within an hour's time nearly every one of the mty 
thousand seats in the collosal structure was occu- 
pied. Tue array of beauty and fashion thus assem- 
bled was probably without a rival In this country, 
and the audience, together with the elaborate ami 
tasty decorations, tne patriotic emblems of peace 
and the various national devices, all combine to 
lorm a spectacle truly grand and 
Impressive

It sings In the 
hum ol the Insect's wing, and roars In tbe trembling 
thunders and in the ocean's surge. It is in the song 
of maternal love by the infant's cradle, and it alone 
can ntter forth the mighty torrent or a nation's joy. 
But justice demands tnat we shall pause at the out- 
set for a moment's homage, to the genius which in- 
spired the thought of this great Jubilee, and to the 
burning zeal and steadfast confidence which have 
vitalized Its execution. To Mr. P. S. ullmore be- 
longs the crowning honors of this day—to whose 
proiesslonal fame, if any thing need b« added, it is 
sufficient to eay that while this festival, in grandeur 
of conception, completeness of detail and accom- 
paniment aua, as I predict, In inagnillcence and 
fithos of execution, has Saa no equal In modern 
times, if indeed it has had in any age or country. Its 
only rival was also tue offspring of his genius and 
formed the double tnbnte 01 devotion to his art and 
of loyalty to his conntry. on the occasion of the In- 
auguration ol the first free State Governor or Loui- 
siana on the 4th of Marco, 1884. I make grateful 
mention also of that queen of song whose love for 
her chosen art illustrates and beantlfles her sex, and 
w l>o«8 heroism transcends it while she bravely 
encounters these acres of space that she may 
add to the marvels of this national Jubilee the match- 
less efforts of her thrilling and melodious voice. And 
also or those favorite native artists, some of whom 
linger upon our shores before reaping new rewards 
and plaudits in foreign climes, that they may enrich 
the airs and chorus with their Inspiring tones. And 
if iTeler to but oue more Individual among the many 
here who merit praise, It Is because all hearts com- 
pel the tribute of our tnamts toOle Bull, who with 
gratuitous service and Irrepressible enthusiasm has 
leaped Into the Coliseum, Instrument in hand, ana 
with his bewitching violin, in orchestra ana solo, 
will goon summon us all away from the cares of life 
to the delectable realms of fascination and enchant- 
ment. 
Peace Is ttte theme of our song—Peace the Ideal 
goddess of our Jubilee. "Letus nave peace" are the 
watchwords or the great .hero or tne war, to whose 
military renown the country has now added the high- 
est of civil honors. They are both a commentary upon 
the past and a promise of the future; they reflect a 
state of war or ot Its consequences, and they plead lor 
permanent tranquillity. We have been taught to be- 
lieve and joyfully accept the lesson, that the form of 
government which has come to us by inheritance is 
the wisest and most beneficent which the sagacity of 
man has hitherto discovered; that its principles are 
tne gatoered harvest of the fields of social science 
and the nest experience of centuries of national 
failures and successes embodied in a new declaration 
ot human rights, whose promulgation marked a 
new epoch In human affairs. But few of the con- 
ceptions of men, and even newly discovered 
principles trne in themselves, are not always sus- 
ceptible of incorporation into active forms which 
immediately produce their highest and most 
salutary results. 
Whether In framing the fed- 
eral constitution the 
conditions ot civiliza- 
tion 
in 
the 
colonies 
admitted 
of forming 
"a more perfect Union," which should be free 
from every element of future discord, is a question 
which can now be discussed to no practically useful 
end. It is well to remember gratefully that the new 
principles, when enunciated, commanded the almost 
universal consent and admiration of mankind, and 
that whatever distrust existed respecting them grew 
out of tne Infirmities of human nature, aud not out 
01 the everlasting truths which the "Declaration" 
proclaimed: and that the elements of discord which 
have since appeared were not embodied in the Decla- 
ration of Independence nor in the constitution, but 
were incidental to the condition of society In some 
sections or the conntry, and were then deemed so In- 
slgnrflcant in importance that their eradication might 
salely be lert. to the operation ot natural causes. How 
fatal was this mistake more than three hundred thou- 
sand new made graves, but just now decorated with 
the beautiful nowers of this vernal season, and wet 
with the glistening tears of weeping kiudrea are the 
most solemn and eloqnent testimony. Neverthe- 
less, four generations ol men, through a period of 
more than seventy years of almost uninterrupted 
peace, witnessed the growth of a nation upon the 
foundation thus laid, from a population or three mil- 
lions to more tnan thirty millions of people, embrac- 
ing commonwealths which presented higher forms 
of social privilege than had ever before been enjoyed 
by the masses among any people—a nation whose 
agriculture was sufficient to feed half the civilized 
world, tne surplus of whose textiles was tne main 
source of supply for the factories of England, aud 
tbe tonnage of whose commerce twas greater than 
tnat of any other nation on the globe. In the circle 
or Its domestic industry flourished the arts or every 
name. 
Invention seemed to unveil the subtle 
"treasures of her great arcana before them and tc in- 
vite spoliation, its free schools, besides teBchinir 
and discrplmrag tae intellects of all conditions of 
society, blossomed and ripened lux» a literature rich 
in every department of human thought antt Knowl- 
edge. AS from Its workshops and factories came 
men who havo reformed the condition* of manual 
labor by compelling the elements of nature to toil 
with engine and pulley, so from its academic groves 
Fame has transferred to conspicuous niches in her 
golden temple poets and orators, hiatonans and 
sculptors, mathematicians ana divines, and re- 
crowned their laurelled brows with, the vestal flres of 
Immortality. Plenty niled the public treasury to 
overflowing. Prosperity welcomed poverty an she 
landed In its seaports, giving her farms and employ- 
ment in exchange for rags, and meted out salvation 
to her children from an orphanage ot wretched- 
ness. Such, to brief, was at least oue aspect of our 
country before tbe great war of 1801; and snch It 
might have been in all Its aspects. For the causes 
of the war are not to be found in the falsity or any 
of the principles of the Declaration, nor m the pro- 
visions or the constitution, nor in the irnpractica 
bility of the Ideal conception or the government. 
The war was rendered possible only by deficiencies 
in the fundamental law, which were magnified into 
importance mainly by events which originated arter 
It was adopted. Tt was nevertheless not only one of 
the most stupendous iv ars of history and one or the 
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different sections of .the country snail be held at bay 
bT military power, as Prance restrains England anrt 
Prussia restrains France, aud England reciprocally 
restrains both. But It. is a peace resting upon the 
Immutable basis of justice and humanity, upon, a 
common Interpretation of the fundamental lair, 
and upon a more homogeneous civilization in the 
States. In fact now, for the llrst time In our history, 
Is beginning to be fulfilled the prophetic vision of 
that republic whose foundations were laid in the 
Declaration of Independence, and for the rearing of 
whose superstructure the patriots of the JRevoluuon 
thought it glory and gain to die. How thoroughly 
PUDUO opinion has changed respecting the dangers 
from an extension of territory 13 manifest m tho 
fact that every acre of the vast interior or the conti- 
nent, held but recently as an unknown wilderness 
and occupied only by wild beasts and savage men, 
has now been organized under tbe forma of civil 
government, with its representatives or delegates In 
the national Congress; and to these embryo States 
"^Policy of the government Invites immigration 
without limit by Csducements which it la in the 
power of no other country to present. Furthermore, 
not content witn possessing tne whole Pacific slope, 
from British Columbia to Mexico, within a twelve- 
month Congress has ratified with remarkable una- 
nimity tue purchase of the entire Russian posses- 
sions on this continent. And the pending negotia- 
tions witn Denmark for the Island of St. Thomas are 
me crowning testimony that whatever were the 
grounds for alarm at the expansion of the national 
aomatD, they have effectually disappeared. If It 
be the destiny of the United States ultimately to 
jbsoro the whole habitable parts of the continent of 
Nona America, as present indications signify, I be- 
lieve this will be done, whether from necessity or 
choice of those concerned, with entire safety to the 
national Union, and also by those honorable and 
peaceful means which accord with the spirit and 
civilization of this age. Not will.it be aurpnting if 
the tendency to centralization, which some intelli- 
gent natesmen look upon now with a. rear, cor- 
responding to that of the opposite tendency before 
the war* should goon be seen to be but tae necessary, 
as It is the strongest possible, guarantee or cohesive 
unity under the expanding vigor of the great con- 
tinental republic, lue strongest elements of power 
are diversity in unity; tue rope of many strands 
holds under the greatest tension; and the diversity 
or our climate, products and pursuits, blending 
together as they do In the Interests or commerce and 
defence, will be a great pacific bond coincident with 
the longitude of the Continent, not less strong and 
enduring thau is that wonder of enterprise coin- 
cident with its lines of latitude—the rightly named 
Pacific Kairroad. 
The rounuers of this republic counted ranch upon 
Its isolation ocean-wide from the political comDUca- 
tions of the Old World as a means of national and 
international peace. Snch was undoubtedly a ne- 
cessary and providential condition in their day; but 
It must be confessed that the security thus obtained 
was bought at the price of some national insignifi- 
cance; and so long as that kind of security was 
coveted, the monarchies of Europe made small 
account of this government lu the equations or 
political power. The dipper ship, the steamship 


most lamentable in that It was a domestic civil war* 
out tne value of its historic teaching lies m the fact 
that It was not a war arising from tne amoition of 
rival sovereigns, nor a war for conquest, uor a war 
or retaliation, but a war Into whicn were cast the 
essential ideas of popular liberty m their broadest 
application.

of American policies. The country has passed on to 
astagebejond them—To its higher life 01 ireedom 
and union, and is preparing alroatly for that new 
and glorious career vv Inch lu geographical position, 
Its luterual riches anil resources and the opportuni- 
ties of this epoch In ilia amura of men have secured 
to It. Moreover, while It is true thai a goveiument 
which depends for Iti defence and existence, us well 
as for lu authority upon the consent or the cltl/eng 
must necessarily engender that jealousy of lu honor 
and the scir-reliauoe and patriotic devotion which 
are the essence and spirit or military success yet 
tno people of tills country cannot in any other 
Juat sense 
be called a military people. 
The 
facility with which they learn the science or war 
aud tlie marvellous precision aud energy with which 
they conduct martial campaigns have Indeed been 
shown on a scale or stupendous aud tragical inag. 
ninceuce. wluch, U It has no other benellt, will bu a 
stronger clement or national security than a wholo 
coast line or fortillcatious. 
But still the taste of 
Americans is not for war and conquest, but for the 
pursuits of agriculture and commerce, auu for the 
manifold forms of domestic employment and the 
higher arts of social and civil life. 
Not all the heroes whom the war has made have 
sensibly affected the general Indifference to the pro- 
fession or arms. Greater security ihan ever is relt m 
dispensing vv itn a largo standing army; and the value 
or the navy 10 already estimated uiore in its relations 
to its picsent and future hftrvue iu the channels or 
commerce than of us probable importance 01 neces- 
sity ror national defence. Americana have been taught 
self-reliance by the experience or the late war; and 
beyond the nucleus ol an army and navy wnioli may 
expand In u rauo commensurate with the growth of 
the country, they have committed their security to 
the intellectual and physical vigor and valor at the 
people, and to tno organizing skill ami leadership or 
military commanders whenever an exigency tor mar- 
tial service may occur. For many year.s previous to 
the recent war there was a certain latent but pain- 
ful apprehension among not a few or our sagacious 
statesmen that the most dangerous element to the 
republic, next to Hlavory, would be round In the 
future expausinn or Its territory; that tho weight of 
the general government rested «o lightly upon 
the hlote that Its blnillug rorco was In danger o( 
being overcome by local dlvermtics of opinion and 
interest; and that we might consequently have iu 
the not distant iiitnrc, an Atlantic and a Pacific re 
public, and a Northern and a ^outhnru Aenaiatlon 
if inJceil there should nor be a disintegration or the 
glorious Union into a congeries or petty republics 
like those or Central America Itself; and th.it tips 
separation was almost certain Ui bo tuxoinpllHheii 
by a series-ir wars at leant a» numerous osiho 
divisions made. Hut with the restoration ol pouco 
all that apprehension has fled; because the war lias 
demonstrated that tlteie IH no danger in homogene- 
ous expansion, and II.IH purified me republic, an by 
lire, eradicating the real elements or dissolution. 
Tim giants or the rorost in their infancy might Have 
been crushed beneath the tread or the hunter; but, 
In their matiircr growth they tons htm among tho 
smallest of their branches and wrestle with tiio 
winds and storms. 


Peace has not come by a compromise which might 
leave within the country the seeds of siill mightier 
wan In future yours. HOT ia It a pe«(,o m whicn tho 


political power. The clipper snip, the steamship 
and the telegraph, in their turn, have done much 
toward bringing this conntry Into greater promi- 
nence in this respect la recent years. But the ap- 
pearance of anew sun In the heavens could not more 
alter the phases of nature than have the results of the 
great war whose close we commemorate changed 
the political relations of this country to the 
rest of mankind. Not only for ourselves has the in- 
evitable test of republican institutions been made, 
but for them; and in that test the almost uniform 
history or rebellions and of republics has been re- 
versed; and tne great fact has at last been inscribed 
as with letters or flre in the sky, that a government 
resting upon the consent of the governed has sur- 
vived a trial that would have shaken to Its founda- 
tions the strongest monarchy in the world; and mat 
it has come out of the bloody ordeal a thousand fold 
stronger than when it entered. Of snch a people 
there can be no insignificant estimate In the future 
either by monarchs or common men. It would savor 
of vain boasting to say that the seat of political 
power has already changed from the Old World to 
the New; but it woulu be untrue only iu the 
same sense

Within a few days past it has been 
stated to-me by aa authority which I consider infe- 
rior to none in this country, that, notwithstanding 
the Known policy of peace on the part Of this gov- 
vernment toward England m the honorable settle- 
ment of the Alabama claims, the representative ofone 
of the four great Powers of Europe, himself amone 
theablestoflivrngaiplomatlsts. had declared that, so 
long as these claims shall remain an open question 
between tne United States and Great Britain, the in- 
fluence of the latter must be regarded as materially 
weakened In' tne councils upon European attain,. 
And the same authority also, wnile commending the 
telegraphic congratulation of the Prime Minister or 
Prussia to the President of the United states, on the 
day of his recent Inauguration, as an act of un- 
paralleled international courtesy, and, aa a just 
tribute to his exalted character and position, saw in 
the despatch also the unmistakable signs of diplo- 
matic significance. I shall abate nothing from the 
measure or our united auectlon arid respect for the 
great Admiral of our navy, whose presence here to- 
day with that of his brave compeers In march and

The wind instruments could hardly be heard 
at tno end or the eollaeum when they came to with 
tue Pilgrim chorus. Alter the overture Carl Znrahn 
toot the haton and the nrst part or the Gloria or Mo- 
zart's Twelfth Mass and chorus was rendered. Or- 
chestra ana organ toott up this grand work. There 
was considerable lag£injr on the verses, and the 
co£(lncj;0r had to drag them through 
with, 
difficulty. Mme. Parepa Koaa then sang Gounod's 
Ave Maria, Her voice was not sufficient 10 fill t&e 
immense building, thongli the tones were pure and 
expressive as usual. The two hundred violin obli- 
gate was the best feature of this piece, but there 
was no sound heard of the Bach prelude on which this 
beautiful melody is bnllL It is generally played on 
a piano or harp, but on. this occasion was either 
omitted or rendered inaudible. The "Star Spangled 
Banner" brought the artillery Into play. The effect 
was indescribable. The guns spoke outside to exact 
time with the music, being discharged by means ot 
euctrlcltry, and the audience joined In the last verse. 
All that has ever been written or music falls short to 
describe adequately the effect of this piece. AS well 
might one attempt to portray the grandeur of the 
ocean tn a storm or the resistless rnsh of the hurri- 
cane. 
The "Tell" overture In tne second part was anotr er 
triumph, for the orchestra. It went like clockwork. 
The "Coronation March." was taken so slow tnat it 
became dreary, and, Besides, the big drum got a 
little mixed towards the eud. But the grandest of 
all the works perlormed was the Anvil Chorus from 
the "Trovatore." The scene from the balcony was 
one to remember for a lifetime. As the chorus stood 
up, tier after Her, and the steady stroke upon an 
hundred anvils, mingled with the avalanche of 
voices and instruments, the ear was deafened with 
ihe noise and the eye was dazzled with the sight. A 
dense sea of heads surged above the seats set aside 
for the chorus and one hundred red shirts marked 
the line of anvils. Sothinglike tnis has ever been 
heard In music before. That the experiment of 
massing voices and inscrunieuts together on such an 
enormous scale is a success, would be little to say 
lor the triumph whicli has crowned the first concert. 
The organ is the best for the purpose I have ever 
heard, not excepting the one used at the Sydenham 
Palace or the great one at. St. George's Hall, Liver- 
pool. Its tones were heard and feltr clear over and 
through, the host of voices aud instruments. At 
times it seemed to overshadow alt, and its thunder 
tones shoot the building.

damages or a separate ground of complaint; but 
this, taken in connection with, subsequent acts, was 
unfriendly and showed a spirit of hostility against 
the United States during the late war, resulting in 
losses which required reparation. The instructions 
were prepared at the Department of state about ten 
days before Minister Motley left this conntry.

centre, racing the spectators. While all this was 
going on the ladies, with their usual consideration 
tor themselves, spread themselves out ou rows o; 
camp stools that had been placed for general use on 
the grass just behind where General Sherman was 
seated, and managed during the whole ceremony to 
Seep up a bee-buzzing sort of talk that was very 
pleasant to those who were foolish enough to want 
to hear the address.

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THE ADDRESS TO THE GEADr/ATEB. 
When the diplomas had all been awarded General 
Sherman arose and said:— 


MY Yorruo FKIESDS— I am here this day at the 
Invitation or your Superintendent and in pursuance 
or an honored custom, to add by my official pres- 
ence to the interest of an occasion that has brought 
together so many or your mends. Tour academic 
term ol life is now over, the day for which yon have 
waited BO long is come ai last, and you are about to 
sally forth into the wide, wide world to a large 
extent masters of your own actions, to bear 8s 
burdens and to enjoy its fruits. The diplomas this 
day conferred on yon, and which you have fairly 
earned, are the official testimony prescribed by law, 
recorded on parchment and verified by the signa- 
tures of your professors, certifying that you are 
qualified to be commissioned as officers in the army 
ol the United States. Twenty-nine long years ago 
nave passed since I stood whera you do now. yet the 
feelings and emotions or that epoch of life come 
back with these familiar scenes so clear and distinct 
that I reel strongly inclined to cut short the few 
words I had prepared lor the occasion and to bid 
you fly to the loved ones at home that await your 
coming. Even now I shall not delay yon long, npr 
say one word calculated to moderate the natural 
reelings of reliet that the restraints hitherto imposed 
are relaxed, that your books are cast aside for a 
time and that you are substantially free. I hope 
that each and every one w you will enjoy to its 
fullest extent the furlough of three months that 
awaits you. and as it draws to a conclusion I only 
bee you 10 pause a moment and consider the 
friendly offerings of those who have already trodden 
the same path on which you are ao impatient to 
enter, so that when you reach the first posts of duty 
you may be prepared to lay a sure foundation for a 
life of usefulness and honor for yourselves, and to 
pay back to your government m services for the 
great advantages you have received here. Your pro- 
lessors now certify that you are proficient In all the 
studies deemed necessary to amilitary education, anu 
your superintendent will tell me your general stand- 
Ing, which determines yoarlirst rant in tlicarmy 
I have not the least doubt that each and every one 
of you can solve all the problems of the triangle 
that you can measure the solid contents of cubes 
and spheres, and some of you may even calculate 
all the phases of tne eclipse of the sun expected 
next August; but there is a great problem lo which 
you and 1 aud all the world lias a deep interest, and 
which neither superintendent nor professor will at- 
tempt to uniuld.

first four years of actual service In the army will be 
equally important, and will Have a more direct influ- 
ence on your individual fame and rortun.es. Do nottnu- 
derstand me as underavalnmg edncatlonln any lorai, 
mostof all uatuemaiiuerpursued here, ortfeatwhich 
results from a careful study of History and prece- 
dents, but that I attach equal importance to mat 
practical knowledge that can only be acquired by 
actual contact witn men, in camp, on the picket line 
and on the march, as also in the administration or 
an"air3 by wnfcn an army Is enlisted, organized 
clothed, equipped, paid and bandied in battle, jr 
any one of you were suddenly called on to manage 
a steam engine in periect order I doubt iryou would 
Ike to undertake it, though yon proress to under- 
stand the functions of all its parts and the principles 
of 
science by which they ore governed. An 
army is a much more complicated machine than a 
steam engine. It is composed or an infinite variety 
ot. parts, each unit being or flesh and blood, requir- 
ing food and clothing, arms, ammunition, wagons, 
.ente and almost everything natural and mauufac- 
ured. It Is held together by an organization and 
lisciplme demanding great knowledge aud labor, 
moved into action by causes more powerful liian 
team, and so Intimately connected witrPthe whole 
abric of government that ignorance and misman- 
agement would result in a catastrophe more 
atal 
than 
could 
result 
from 
the 
explo- 
lon of any steam engine. Even m time of peace 
and equilibrium our array demands tlie watchl'ui 
care of trained and skilful officers, aud when aroused 
,o action It calls for the exercise of the highest qual- 
ties of human nature, enlightened by szutly and lor- 
ifled by the experience of a llictime. Vou raaj 
icar of men born as generals; but 1 Have yet to see 
the first one who has not been compelled to earn 
lis fame by hard study, by toil and exposure, and 
should as soon look ror an experienced surgeon 
among students or a lawyer flt to manage a case 
u the Superior Court or the United states who had 
aot passed tarougti a long training m the mrerior 
source, as to Ilnd an onicer flt to command an army 
n the Held who had not posted through the ordeal 
n the minor grades or our profession. Ol course an 
army may bo used and Is Constantly used in connec- 
tion with the civic administration or government, 
yet war is its true element ana battle its ultimate 
use. The habits oi Its component parts should be 
shaped to that end, more especially m time or peace, 
wheu there are so many disturbing causes at work 
and when the pretensions and boasts or men cannot 
be subjected to tltat stem test winch so promptly 
troves the true from the false. Many of you may 
cad a long and active lire without witnessing a great 
battle or even engaging In mortal strife; yet ir It 
come upon you and find you unprepared, you wll 
surely be adjudged derelict and condemned accord- 
ngly. I nope, therefore, that you realize that you 
lave only begun-the study and labors of your pro- 
ession; that you liave only acquired by rour years 
<! hard study at West Point a practical use

Its rudiments. Yet

leemcd by all men, civilians as well as soldiers, 
o Important that the government of the United 
states Has founded this national academy at great 
ost and has maintained It for more than fifty years 
tirough good report and through evil report, and I 
Relieve It will continue to foster aud support it if tho 
graduates will, as heretofore, display lu their lives 
ne virtues common to all proressions, and especially 
liac ardent, deep devotion to our national Hair

It will be remembered that attention was called 


through the HBBALD on the 24th December last to 
some queer developments in regard to the manner in 
which public property was disposed of br officers of 
the army, who are accountable for its preservation, 
and the circumstance was related that during lasi 
summer Forts C. F. Smith and Reno had. been aban- 
doned as military potta and the United States 
property sold at auction, by which certain parties 
realized a large sum of money. 


The publication of these rnmora In the HERALD 


naturally enough aroused the attention of Quarter- 
master General Meigs, wno immediately ordered an 
investigation of the charges. The slip containing 
them waa forwarded to General William Myera, 
Chief Quartermaster at Omaha, who returned the

Tae Sale of the public property at Fore C- P. Smith baring 
been ordered. It was published by advertisements and posters 
throughout the country lifcely to contain bidders. Tt unques- 
tionably cost much money to transport those Mores to these 
remote posts. There were no resident* at Fort Smith, only 
those wlio made their living rrom their connection with 
the troops. 
If 
tho Individual stated to have offered 
the "Commanding General" gj40,DOO for 
the property 
Is the one I have heard referred to in this connection, ho 
could with difficulty par one per cent on his offer 
There 
were as many bidders at Fort Smith on Jnne 1 as at any sub- 
seauent time. There are no settlements within 200 miles of 
t ort u p. Smith, nor "any large number of people who 
needed just such material as was sold." No stores whatever 
were sold at Fort Beno. I haye thus stated the sereral state- 
ments made, that tne smail number of specinc charges may 
be observed. 


The facts are these, In brief:—My first instructions to sett 
the stores at Fort C. F. Smith were received May 9, 1853; on 
that day I Instructed the publishers of the .KepJwtom, at

one), to insert the advertisement six times. To the Mon- 
tana papers I sent the advertisement by telegraph. I 
caused large handbills to be posted at every railroad and 
stage station from Omaha to Salt Lake City, and thence at 
evert; stage station to Fort Shaw, Montana. A more gpner&l 
publication would have been absurd and more promptness 
impossible. The stores at Fort C. F, Smith were valuable to 
a garrison stationed there, or to civilians, could they remala 
in that country. They were worth transDOrtlo" to Fort Ellis, 
but they were not of such value as to make it expedient to 
hold Fart Smith until autumn, and thus postpone the aban- 
donment of the Powder river posts, or else to subject th*» 
troops to the rigors of winter in a severe climate, as would 
have beeo the case nad Fort Smith been abandoned in Sep. 
tember and the other posts consequently at a later date 
Tlie 


holding of Fort Smith until autumn would probablv have 
caused serious Indian troubles. The abandonment of these 
Powder river poets was imperative, and the disposition of 
the puolic stores at Fort C. *'. Smith was necessarily the first 
step. 


There waft but one bidder, as the HBBAI.I> atafes. and hr a 
man who had peculiar advantages ia transporting stores 


pied sixteen davs. The purchaser of these stores had tw

F. fcrafth fof the GalJatia Vadfy about June 23, and on the 
.•thofJulywas attacked by 200 Santee Siom^ The se 


threatened. At the riste of his life the purchaser of these 
stores went to Ked Cloud's camp, and with great difficulty in- 
duced that chief to release the train on the payment of 
$10,000 worth of sroceriee, tobacco, Ac., purchased from 
the post traders at Forts Phil Kearny and C. F. Smith 
and 
obtained 
a 
guard 
of Indiana 
to 
escort the 


train to its destination. The purchaser was compelled to pav 
his train men unusual wages, m consideration of the perila 
to which they were erposed. It must be remembered that at 
least 300 men have lost their lives from Indian attacks in this 
vfcioity, mcludjng those killed at the Phil -Kearny mas- 
sacre. A train conveying two companies of the Twentv 
seventh Infantry from Fort C- F. Smith were attacked every 
day while on the road. Indian hostilities prevailed about the 
posts that were being abandoned, and two subalterns of the 
army barely escaped with their lives. As I hare stated, the 
stores would be valuable In Montana; »nd the fact that there 
was but one Ifma fid* bidder Is ample eridcnce of the risk at- 
tendingthe transfer of the purchased stores. Tbe proposed 
sal e was anticipated in Montana before it wa* announced, 
and the advertiBement was thorough and ample. 
It Is the opinion of Major E. B. Grimes, Acting Quarter- 
master, who \vas on the ground and superintended the trans- 
fer of stores from Forts Keno and Phil Kcarny to Fort Fred 
Steele, a distance of over SOU miles, that It would have been 
coeaprr to have abandoned those stores at Fort Phil Kes.rny 
and sent others to Kort Stecle from Eastern dej>ot*. >Jy 
opinion coincides with that of 3J:ijor primes, especially 
when it Is considered that tlitt alorps "eat to these posts were 
ot those ou hand at tho end of Ibe late rebellion ; that they 
Tvere transported by waeon several hundred miles to these 
posts, remained there three years with fnfenor storage, anct 
were then again transported to Fort Stcelc.

Report of Uio Board or Visitors—novr the 


BSiiTyMpinen nro Trained nild WTiat They 
Coat—Important Sngceaiiong. 


WASHINGTON, June 15, 1S69. 


The following is the complete report or the Board 
I Visitors to the United States Naval Academy:— 


UNITED STATES NAVAI. ACAUKMY, i 


ANNAPOLIS, Md., June 4, isso. I 
To Sne lion. A. E. IsoKiB, Secretary ot the NIIIT:— 
Sin—The undersigned, appointed to "attend at the 
Naval Academy during tlie Maj examination as visi- 
tors, fur the pnrpose or witnessing the examinations 
or thu graduating and otlier classes and of cxannu- 
IUE into tlie state or the police discipline and general 
management or the Institute," have tlie honor to re- 
port as rol^vs:— 


The Board assembled May 20, the day designated 
held a session each secular day up to this, tlie day 
or graduation, attended at an public exercises or 
Hie midshipmen, and eitucr as a board or by com- 
mittees witnessed a portion or nearly every exami- 
nation or all the classes. We have not railed Lo ob- 
serve carcrully the general tone, bearing and air of 
all connected with the Institution m all exercise^ 
aud at ail noun), whether on or off duty, nor to look 
in the condition ol the grounds, buildinjrs. vessels 
apparatus and appurtenances of all kinds, for evi- 
dence aa to toe tuoroutfuuessimd vigor of tlie grovern- 
ment. 


Since the late war tho grounds have been en- 
larged, both by purchase aud by lining up on the 
water front; the chapel, new quarters and several 
other buildings have been erected; the loruier resi- 
dence or tlie governors of Maryland lias been pur- 
chased and converted into a commodious library 
and superintendent's offices, and the irronnds have 
been greatly improved. In whatever aspect It is 
viewed the institution exhibits clearly tlie eirects or 
.lie profound Interest Vice Admiral Porter has lelt 
in It and o* his very vigorous aud able administra- 
tion of its affairs. Tne ollicers and nimslnpmen 
matures!- a justillable pride in the prosperity of the 
Academy, arc jealous or its honor and sincerely de- 
sire its continued advancement. The general ini- 
pression we have received is exceedingly favorable. 
The Academy appears to bo answering well the 
purposes of Its loundation. 
We learn rrom the 
records that during the superlntendeucy of Vice Ad- 
miral Porter the purchases, ol' land, including the 
old Governor's residence, the St. John's College lot 
and the strawberry Hill larm, have amounted to 
abont 130 acres, costing aoout $(S6,ooo. 
Under 
miccial appropriations, there nave been erected tlie 
steam building, the chapel aud the new quarters. 
And we learn that by savings rrom the annual ap- 
propriations Tor the Academy (under the head ol" 
'Tor various purposes") there nave been built a 
block of two tenements Tor ofllcers' quarters, the 
laboratory building and a small erJIHce used as a 
photographic gallery, other buildings are in pro- 
gress. 


This amount or money expended since the war 
upon all buildings, including the wholly new and 
the alterations, la about S'.K5,0(K). lietwceii the old 
and new lands or me Academy lies a Kcctlon of the 
town containing, perhaps, twelve acrey, covered by 
a cheap and not very desirable class of tenements. 
LooKingto the future ol the Institution .the Hoard 
without hesitation recommends that this tract of 
land be purchased. The possessions or tho Academy 
will then be in one body, wall a suillcient area ror 
all time lor labor and recreation. The classes

The 
oral 
and 
writ- 
ten fixauilnallona were satisfactory, and not less 
BO, were the practical exercises in all that pertains 
to handling sails aud spars. The Introduction or 
Hte.un mis only added to tho requisites of a good 
oluce. it has not dispensed with the necessity for 
any or the skill in handling sainne vessels that 
brought so much elory to tho American navy lu 
earlier dajn. This Is obvious to the midshipmen 
themselves, 1,3 ulclr zcai m r,|,,H branch shows. It is 
nlso clear liiut ino Academy can only give a tlieo- 
rctical basis with a Hauled amouut of practical 
training. 


Tlio regulation-) Or the Academy already provide 
tnat no midshipman shall be entitled to Ins llnal ex- 
amination ror promotion to tno grade of enalfcn 
nntil hcsnail have nerved at sea one year as aimid- 
Bhipman and engineer, after passing his graduating 
ox&mmatton. 
Inasmuch us sending thorn on n years crulso In 
ono vessel continues the myie or instruction they 
received on tho practice ahl[«, as nnder-jjraduatea, 
and inaamucu aa uittuy of our vcaBCla in acuvo ser- 


vice nave no midshipmen, the Board suggest tna 
tho emanating class be dl»trtbul«d among those 
vessels, there to perform the actual aud necessary 
duties of midshipmen for at least a year, or until Uiej 
are required In a hlgner grade, to which they 
should attain only after a rigid 
examination. 
With, not more than from six to twelve on a 
vessel in active service, it la tttousht that they 
would supply a want that 13 felt, be more usefu 
W,tfi« government and at the same time be ac- 
quiring more practlSST e%peHerio6 than Ttf the 
other method. The theory and practice of gunnery 
must be attractive to the youth who desires to be 
worthy of his profession, and the Board waa grati- 
fied but not surprised by the successful examina- 
tions in the recitation room, aad the admirable 
target firing with the heavy guns of the Saatee. 
TUe mortar practice waa also good. The drill on 
snore, with sixteen boat Howitzers, showed Dertect 
familiarity with the work, and was a brilliant exhi- 
bition in maneuvering and firing. The Board also 
witnessed a satisfactory exhibltioa of naval tactics 
representing in small boats the different orders o 
steaming and sailing fleets, divisions and squadrons, 
to be observed tor battle and other purpose*, and o 
changes from one order to another. The midship- 
men appeared before as as a battalion of Infantry on 
dress parade, and in battalion exercises, performing 
all the ordinary changes or front and formation 
marcnine and chancrtug column and line, and win 
nmg from us and au spectators the most enthusi- 
astic praise 
. Beyond expressing its approval of the course of 
instruction and its satisfaction with the results, the 
Board has nothing special to remark concerning the 
examination in mathematics, astronomy, naviga- 
tion, surveying and natural and experimental philo- 
sopoy. The department of steam enginery presents 
more of novelty. Vice Admiral Porter constructed 
the edifice known as the "steam buildinir." in which, 
a marine engine, complete m alt its parts, even to 
the screw propeller. Kept ready for nse and freely 
open to the midshipmen, under competent super- 
vision, affords them every facility for practical 
study. The department Is well supplied trill models 
and drawings, sal contains boilers in sever 
stages of construction. Tne graduates were ve 
thoroughly examined, orally and in writing, upon 
all the ordinary problems of steam, and were re- 
quired to snow that they conld personally ran and 
govern the engine. The textbook in use, "Main anc 
Brown npon the steam Engine •' an English worfc 
is manUestly unfit, being deficient' in some respects 
and erroneous in otaers; and we are informed thai 
mnch time is consumed in correcting its errors ane 
•ecturimj npon important topics which it does nol 
touch. Many parts of the engine are designated by 
names not in nse in this country. The subject of heal 
is very orieay treated, and the theory advanced is 
not accepted at the present day. It contains no 
analysis of American coals, nor any table showing 
tneir relative efficiency. The dozen lines devotee 
to anthracite coai contains several inaccuracies. 
It coatesses that its rules for finding the efficiency 
of engines are of little use. It has no list of our 
sliips, and its long list of British ships contains the 
names or many that are not in the service; and its 
table of engines in ships makes no mention of the 
boilera attached, which are the real exponents of the 
power or the machine. We do not doubt tnat some 
capable officer could be selected to prepare a text 
book on the subject, which would be very valuable 
not only to the Academy, bnt to many other Ameri- 
can schools. 


We doubt if any institution in the world affords 
equal facilities for the theoretical and practical study 
of steam and the steam engines, and it has seemed 
Co ns that they might be made or mnch more advant- 
age to the navy and tne country. We think that 
lurther efforts should be made to carry into effect 
the spirit of the act of Congress "providing for the 
education of naval constructors and engineers." 
The navy will annually require additions to the 
Engineer corps, and the officers of that corps could 
not be better trained elsewhere, if the regulations 
for the admission of cadet engineers are such as 
to defeat the object entirely ttiey can easily be 
modified. 


In the department of ethics and Enjflish studies we 
see nothing calling for special remark in addition to 
general commendation. 
The Board was very mnch pleased with the oral 
aud written examinations on the constitution of 
tae United States, the law of nations generally, 
and the relative rights and duties of belligerents 
and neutrals in time of war. It frequently hap- 
pens tnat our naval officers appear the sole re- 
presentatives of the government, in circumstances 
requiring tne most prompt and energetic action as 
well as careful and accurate judgment, ana it ia im- 
portant that all who hope to deserve tlxe command 
of snips should be well grounded in the general 
principles oi tlie laws likely to come in question in 
Bucn emergencies. 
In connection therewith the 
Board freely praised the progress of the graduates in 
the French and Spanish languages. Of course, Jn 
these as in many otter branches, it can only be ex- 
pected that the Academy will start the scholar upon 
his course; but so far as the wort is attempted it is 
certainly very weU done. All the drawings of the 
midshipmen—right line, sketching, perspective, topo- 
graphical, chart and mechanical—were exhibited to 
the Board. 
The general average is exceedingly 
good, and there are many examples of marked ex- 
cellence. 


In committing to the government the absolute 
control of several hundred youtn. the country aas a 
right to expect a careful regard to their moral and 
relieioua culture. 
The obvious difflcultiea or the 
case in a State without a cnurch are met as well as 
they can be. In the regular course provision is 
inade for familiar lectnres by the chaplain npon "toe 
ground or moral obligation; our relations to God 
and consequent duties; personal duties* 
the

men to

other 
in 
society, and the duties thence arising." Di-

Sunday 
In 
the tasteful 
and 
commodious chapel on the 
grounds, at wnica "it Is desired that all shall 
attend." The students are excused upon a written 
request from thrlr parents or guardians, based uuon 
reasons or conscience, but they are required to at- 
tend other services, if such are held in tho town, in 
accordance with their views. Daily prayers in the 
cliapel fliteen minutes before breakfast "are ordered 
Dv the regulations; but for various reasons, which 
we are inlormed are temporary, this has given nlace 
to a brief invocation at the table. We think it" pre- 
ferable that in a place where the honor of obedience 
And a faithful discharge or duty are so well taught 
in other respects this daily act of worsttip should 
lot be overlooked, aud we are convinced tuit it Is 
lot well to prescribe, as we Dnd It is done, that at 
all other hours on Sunday save those occupied at 
the chapel students "shall coniorm to the pre- 
scribed lionre of study." The judgment of the 
wisest physiologists, as well as the moral and re- 
igious sense oi the country, requires that Sunday 
shall be a day of rest Irurn all unnecessary labor. 
\Ve do not believe that tills infrmjrment of the rule 
Hnds due compensation in the additional progress 
made tn study. The Monday morning recitations 
do not commence until eignt o'clocu, ana tney can 
easily be so arranged that suuUcieut preparations 
can be made ou that morning. 


Conscientious scruples are carefully regarded in 
other respects, and tiiev should be in this, m ac- 
cordance with the customs ol colleges generally. 
Very commendable attention Is paid to physical 
health and training-. 
Hours of study and exercise 
are rigialy prescribed. 
The rooms are plaluly 
furnished. 
Subsistence Is determined nuon by a 
board of three officers selected bv the" superin- 
tendent, and is furnished by a commissary ol long 
experioiiee. 
An omccr presides at the tness table 
as inspector aud ouicer m charge, liatmnj- at rej-u- 
ar intervals is reijiiireu, aud tne best facilities are 
furnished at oilier limes at a trilling charge. The 
police of the uround and buildings is admirable 
Tobacco in every lorui and intoxicating liquors or 
every description are positively forbidden, 
llegu- 
ar instruction is given In dancing, boxing and 
small aud broadsword exercise, aud all are required 
to submit to gymnastic training. Ball nlayimr aud 
rowing are encouraged, as the iioard had excellent 
evidence. The result or all this care is a remarkably 
line phvsical development, with instances or supe- 
rior gymnastic skill and strength and a very satis- 
factory ireneral condition of health. During Hie 
tear, oui or ii-iarly 400 students and olneers there 
lias been an average ol only about two per com ex- 
cused Irom duty by n-ason ol 111 health, which has 
usually been ol slight and temporary character. The 
regulations speak ol the Importance or the art or 
swunuimfr, 10 wJnch all woujd yield a ready 
assent; but welluci tuat owing to the multiplicity 
or other duties, and the occurrence or the annual 
cruise Iroin .luue to October, no instruction and no 
opportunities arc airorded. This seems to the Hoard 
v delect in a system ol physical culture, otherwise 
almost without fault, and me Board Invites atten- 
tion to the matter. 
The hospital is unexceptionable, so far as It goes, 


MII the Hoard is decidedly ol the opinion that it is 
greatly Insutllcient. it can properly accommodate 
only twelve patients, aud including the detacttineiit 
ol marines, tne various crews oi' vessels generally at 
this station, and the employes or ail descriptions 
there are many hundreds ol persons who can claim 
Aitentlou iroin the Medical I>epartment. it Is pro- 
posed to remedy ilus, as the Board 01' Visitors have 
repeatedly recommended, by the erection of a new- 
hospital upon the grounds lately purchased.

The protocol signed at Constantinople July 28,1868, 


relative to the admission of British subjects in Tnr 
key to the right of holding real property, was pub- 
lished on the 3d mst in a sessional paper. 


The German Customs Parliament was opened at 


Berlin on the 3d by the King or Prussia, who said 
tnat the demarcation of the territory of the Customs 
Union would shortly be setilefl, and the -legislation 
of the Union introduced into certain portions of the 
Hamburg and Prnssian territory. 


The elections for the Legislature terminated June 


8. The result is entirely against tbe old Bulgaria 
Ministry, without, however, being so farorable to 
tne conservatives as to the narty of P-orn auderoz. 


Advices from Athens state that none of the Cretan 


refugees now remain In Greece except those—esti- 
mated at 4,000—who ao not mean to return to their 
homes. 


The Vienna Presse ot the 4th inst. asserts that the 


attempts which the Viceroy has lately been mating 
to obtain a generalprecognltton of the neutrality of the 
Snez Canal were initiated by England, and that Aus- 
tria and Prussia fall in with the Viceroy's views, 
while France is opposed to them. 


Eleven policemen nave been charged with man- 


slaughter for their conduct in suppressing the dis- 
turbance that arose at Berry on the occasion of 
Prince Arthur's visit. One has been discharged and 
ten have been committed for trial. A second dis- 
turbance of no mean order took place in court dur- 
ng the inquiry, OH ing to the differences of opinion 
among those who sat on the bencu. 


The French agent at the island of St. Thomas has 


been sent to Mexico without any official mission. M. 
Bardel will hold no direct or official communication 
with tne government of Mexico. 


The people of Belgium are congratulating them- 


selves on the birth of a prince ol the blood royal- 
Bnt a few months have elapsed since a stroke feu 
upon tbe royal House of Leopold U. There Is now 
a successor to the crown ana a prince for the people. 


The attempt of the Belgian Senate to tamper with 


the bill of the lower House for the abolition of im- 
prisonment for debt seems to have failed. The 
Chamber of Eepresentatives on the 4th rejected the 
altered bill and adopted its own original measure, 
by which the punishment is completely abolished. 


The Italia MMtaire, of Florence, announces that 


three training camps -will be established this year in 
Italy; one at Somna, In two periods of a month each, 
in July and August; another at Verona, also in two 
periods, and a third at fct. Maurisio, for a term of 
'orty-flve days, commencing at the befiruiniug of Au- 
gust. 


The Levant Times, of Constantinople, says:— 
At a Council of Ministers, held on the 27th of May, 


;he Kouuielian Railway Convention, as amended, 
was finally continued, and Daoud Pacha leaves posi- 
tvely for Paris shortly, by the Varna or Marseilles 
•nail steamer, in order to complete tne ratifications 
with the contractors. 


Twenty thousand strangers were, it is said, in 


Worms during the great Protestant Conference 
which Has juat been held there. The delegates came 
'rom all parts of Germany, including Austria, and 
;liero wore some from France. The declaration 
which the Conference unanimously adopted protests 
against the Papal Encyclical of the 8th December, 
S84, and the Syllabus, as being incompatible with 
luman intelligence and subversive of State govern- 
ment.

The Alabama Claim** Before the Ufouae of 


On the 4th Inst. the subject of the Alabama claims 


treaty was brought up before the House of Lords. 


The subject was introduced by Lord Sriu.TFOn.UDE 
EDCLm'E, who liad placed upon the paper the rol- 
owlng notice—to move that an Humble address bo 
ireseuted to her Majesty lor cony of any treaty con- 
.ludcd between Her Majesty's Chief Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs and the Minister of the 
United States government of North America re- 
ipeetlng the so-called Alabama claims be laid 
ipon the table of the Douse—said, however, that 
ils object had been anticipated by the prompt 
production, since the conclusion of the 
\VhlV 
uuntldc recess, of 
the papers for wlueli 
Be 
lad iutended to move. 
His object lu rising 
upon that occasion waa not for the purpose or pro- 
voicing a discussion prematurely upon a most Im- 
portant subject, but in order K> draw a contrast be- 
.ween the Knowledge possessed by the press and the 
l.ejri.'ilaturi; with reapect to a very delicate question, 
md to seek to Have that discrepancy removed. At 
.He same time, as tlie papers to winch He had referred 
uid only reached him at noon that day, he had not 
an yet had au opportunity ot Inveatlgatine their 
contcuW In u manner to justify more than a brief 
reference to the subject. 
He should, however, 
reserve to himself the right, If necessary, or return- 
ng to it upon a future occasion, and dealing with it 
more fully. He could well conceive that the govera- 
neut had Had to contend with the greatest possible 
dUUculty in the matter, on the ou3 hand they 
were pressed by tho deslro to maintain peace, 
and to prevent the interests, ho might say, of the 
TyHole world from being jeopardized; on the other, 
hey Had to consider whap waa due to the Honor of 
.lie country. And therefore, when the lilting oppor- 
unlty arrived He certainly should not be disposed 
0 criticise- with severity any seeming shortcomings 
n their policy, bnt, on the contrary, to extend to 
hem every possible Indulgence. Witldn the laht 
uw days tidings Had reached this country which It 
waa hop^d would Have a most bonciicial edcct upon 
he progress of negotiations, whenever they should 
be resumed. According to the last accounts Irom 
America tho monetary eireclH produced by the- CT- 
ravagant absurdity of the speech delivered by one 
who. 
having acquired some reputation, ought the 
nore have weighed bis language well, had been uuc- 
.eeded by a calm. It waa i inpossible to deny that 
.very possible sacrifice ought to be made to bring 
about a KULsIaclory.coucluslon of tne crlaia; bn t, at the 
ame tune, and above all, tho national honor must 
ic kept steadily in view. Although fettered himself 
>y no narty ties, ho must say it had always been to 
ilm a subject for the deepest satlslactlon—a satis- 
action wlncn he hoped to carry to His grave that, 
10 matter what tno government In power, the ques- 
lon always uppermost was what was due to the na- 
lonal honor, lint another circumstance whicn in- 
uccd htm to hope that a better spirit might picvull 
n the negotiations between the two countries was 
He arrival In England of a gfintloman of great liter- 
try reputation lo represent tho government or the 
j'nilcd States. Having hud the Honor of some ac- 
ualntauce with that gentleman he felt perfectly as- 
ured that a »pint of peace and conciliation would 
>e unused by Him into the negotiations, and that 
His country would have the satisfaction of lluding 
liatone whoso character and whose attainment 
hoy all orfmlrod would prove liistrnmcnrjtl In ce- 
menting Incudly relations uetwecn the two coun- 
riCK. 
Tho Earl of Ct.AftENnoN (wno was heard with 
great diiiicnlty) wan understood to aay there wcr.; 
reasons to which it woi mmcci»nary u> allude why 
1 (Ji.Mciisglon npon rcu'nt proceedings relating to 
.he negotiations botwe<-n ting country and tne gov- 
ernment of the ITniteil Mates Hhould not taice place. 
Thanking hit* noolo friend lor tbe moderation of his 
tone, lie must express regret that Uio papcrn had 
iot reached his noble fncnd until that morning, al- 
thougu at the same time ho was uoubu> to (tccoiut 


for the delay. With regard, nowcver. to the Impu- 
tation that the newspapers had been furnished with 
information which nad bean kept back from tho 
Legislature he could only assure his noble friend 
that as far as he was concerned there was no founda- 
tion for It. Parliament, in his opinion Had a ri"lit 
to the fullest information at the earliest opportunity 
respecting proceedings ol such HIKH importance as 
these, and therefore Had his noble friona only con- 
sulted Him before giving notice or his motion he 
should have told mm that It was necessary as that 
the papers would be produced Immediately alter tlie 
Whitsuntide recess. At the same time, iwrliam it 
might be permitted him to give a short account of 
the contents ot the papers. Having stated that the 
late government as woll as the present ffovernuienc 
haa had to encounter this dllllculty, the nosin 
earl said Lord Stanley had oaered to refer the ques- 
tion of the Alabama claims to arbitration, but 
that 
ultimately 
the 
negotiations 
respecting 
tue 
proposal 
were brought to a close by 
Mr. Seward declining the oirer. 
It was under 
those circumstances that Mr. Reverdy Johnson ar- 
rived hi the country, giving utterance not merely W 
the most iriendiy professions, but animated by .the 
most sincere desire to bring about an honoraole ad- 
justment of the difficulties which had arisen. Nor 
was Mr. Johnson influenced by a sentimental view 
of what was due to the similarity of origin of tbe 
two countries, but by the consideration that the 
dally Increasing common interests of both had their 
foundation in the endurance of peace. 
Notwith- 
standing that the opinions of Mr. Johnson in this 
sense were notorious throughout the United Star.es. 
his appointment as Minister 10 England was ratified 
by the Seuate, altnongh Almost every other appoint- 
ment of the late President had been vetoed. Upon the 
vth of October a convention was concluded between 
Lord Stanley aud Mr. Johnson on the question 
of naturalization. To show the spirit of conciliation 
evinced by his noble friend he should state that he 
was willing to have the condition inserted in the 
Prussian treaty, and to renounce the necessity for a 
nve years' residence the principle ot expatriation 
being substituted. 0pon the 20th of October Lord 
"Stanley and Mr. Johnson entered upon the consider- 
ation of the Alabama claims, when Mr. Johnson pro- 
posed that two commissioners on each side should 
be appointed, to whom all claims should be referred, 
and that some government should be appointed to 
arbitrate between tnem in case of difference. His 
proposal was put into more lormal shape npon the 
20th of November, and Lord Stanley signed the 
convention, well, tw£ days after, Mr. Johnson re- 
ceived a telegram trom Mr. Seward, "Convention 
accepted; except the place of meeting." 
Therefore, 
hi the first instance, at all events, the convention 
met the approval of Mr. Seward. it was not until 
the 1st of December that Information reached Eng- 
land of the nature of lug objections. 
So that upon 
the very threshold of office her Majesty's present 
government were met by this difficulty. They were 
told that Mr. Johnson had departed from his instruc- 
tions, aud that he had misunderstood them, and that 
the President thought several articles of the conven- 
tion were inadmissible. Under those circumstances 
the responsibility rested with the government eitaer 
of insisting upon the convention being laid before 
the Senate—by whom they tnew it would be reject- 
ed—or of undertaking its modification. 
In Both 
cases there was the likelihood of their motives being 
misinterpreted. However, it was ultimately found 
that the objections taken by Mr. Seward were 
more hi 
form 
than 
in substance, and ac- 
cordingly npon the 14th of December he (Lord 
Clarendon) signed a convention with Mr. Johnson, 
which would be found among tne papers laid npon 
the table on Monday last. However, both conven- 
tions were now dead and buried, and tnerefore no 
useful purpose conld be served in disinterring them. 
But now to come to the convention of the 14th of 
January of the present year. With respect to that 
convention he believed every impartial person would 
agree that all that was possible was done to meet 
tne wishes of the American Minister. Indeed, so 
far was the desire of this government to bring* pain- 
ful controversy to a close manifested that hi 
the opinion of 
some concession was carried 
beyond its legitimate 
limits, Bnt 
he ouffht 
to aad that while the treaty was under con- 
sideration Mr. Johnson had come to hlmand declared 
that his government had a claim against the 
British government which must be made tho sub- 
ject of a supplementary article. Upon the 13th of 
April the news reached hlm*that the American. Sen- 
ate had refused to ratify the convention. With re- 
spect to the speech of Mr. sumner, delivered upon 
that occasion, while he declared that it was much 
to be regretted, he thought that too much stress 
ought not to be laid upon it. Although the ticnato 
supported him, there was no reason, to believe that 
they coincided in the extravagant claims which he 
put forward. Perhaps it was oetter that he should 
forbear from criticising those claims. Tlie practical 
genius of the American people had enabled them ul- 
timately to form a correct estimate of Mr. Seward's 
statement. At the same time he thought that both 
Mr. Johnson and Mr. Seward had rendered much'ser-' 
vice towards the maintenance of iriendiy relations 
between tbe two countries. Mr. Johnson, at those 
public meetings which he so deligbted to attend, 
evoKed m the most unquestionable manner the 
Iriendiy feeling which this country felt towards the 
United States, while Mr. Snmner, o& the other hand, 
had elicited from the press of this country—as repre- 
senting every shade of opinion—a response that, 
however much the people of England valued friendly 
relations with the United States, there was one thing 
they value 1 more, and that was the national honor. 
It only remained for HUn to say he was unable to 
prophesy what would be the eventual course of 
events, while he expressed his earnest desire that 
the crisis might receive a satisfactory and honorable 
solution. Having made some observations highly 
complimentary to the new American Minister, of 
whose instructions, however, he had no Knowledge, 
as he had not yet seen him, the noble Earl concluded 
by expressing a hone that the reticence which he had 
maintained had been rightly appreciated. 


Tho Fiutil Riot In Wales—Collision Between 


tho Troopn and the Mob. 


The English papers of the 5th lust, contain full 


reports or the not in Mold, Flintshire, on Wednes- 
day, 
the 2d inst. The following is taken from one of 


the London papers of the 5th:— 


.A terrible riot has occurred at Mold, in Flintshire, 
by which four persons were killed and others woro 
wounded. The accounts of the fray which Have 
reached us are somewhat fragmentary, but follow- 
ing is a tolerably succmct narrative of Una melan- 
choly affair:— 


Recently some disorderly proceedings took placa 
in connection with a. strike at the Lceswood Green 
pit, near Mold, Notice had been givea of a reduc- 
tion of wages, and. the men, entertaining the notion 
that the manager of tuc pit, Mr. Young, was the 
cause of the notice being Issued, set upon him aud 
rather roughly treated Him. Last week the colliers 
oi the Creen pit, their numbers being swelled by 
colliers from Copps, Ncrquis, Uoed Talon and other 
places In the district, attacked the rntinagcr'.i dou.se, 
carried nil tils furniture and placed it at the wharf 
of tne Padeswood and Coed Talon Branch Kail- 
way, 
with the intention of sending it oir to Birkftn- 
licad, or anywhere else out of the district. 
Mr. 
Urcen, the manager of tlua part of the London 
and Northwestern Hallway Company's line, how- 
ever, ou Hearing what was about to take place, 
packed off all the empty trucks tliat were on tho 
wharf, ana the consequence was that the gooua had 
to be left on the spot all night, being secured from 
darnago, however, with a liberal suj>nlv of tarpaulin. 
Subsequently there waa great excitement in Mold 


in consequence of William UuKlios, a collier—one or 
eight men against whom warrant^ had beou Issued 
on the charge of assaulting Mr. young—having 
been apprehended and taken Into custody. There 
were in tUu town a large throng of men, estimated 
at l.ouu, with sticks and ciumpa, threaieniug 
to rescue the prisoner. 
They walled 
oulaldu 
the police station for about two hours. Tlie prisoner 
was being conducted between three or four police 
oillcers from the station to the County Hall, when 
the greatest roughs und vouug people or the crowd 
rushed upon them and rescued the prisoner, who 
was at once conducted out ol the town. The prisoner 
was shortly atterwarda brought back, aud released 
on ball to appear next day. 
Two of the eight colliers charged with assaulting 
Mr. Young were ou Wednesday brought before Uio 
magistrates, and a determined attempt was made by 
a grejt m'ou of pitmen and others lo rescue them 
from custody. As there appeared every probability 
of tha police being overpowered a detachment ol tne 
Fourth regiment was sent for, from Cheater, and 
soon an Ived, under the couiinauu 01 Captain Ulako. 
TJu number of the assailants Increaaud every IIMI- 
men:, aud at length a determined attempt was mado 
to r3scue the prisoners. Stones were thrown lu 
sho'fers at the military and Dolicc. The te!e«i-apu 
oiU';e, in which the police and some of t&c soldieia 
took rel'uge In charge ol the two prisoners, was 
biofcen to pieces and made a total wreck. Scarcely 
a window of the train on tho railway was left wliole, 
but the prisoners were conveyed into one of tho 
carriages lu safety. Tho Itiot act was ro.id by Mr. 
C. I!. Trevor-Kopor, and the military, alter nlitnv:iig 
great lorbearance, commenced llrmg.

plamtitPs father-in-law was Indebted to the defen- 
dants in $1,600, and the defendants sued Both rattier 
and son, and procured an order for the arrest of the 
Bon, which waa served on him on his very wedding 
day, the Sheriff's officers accompanying him to 
church. The arrest was," however, quietly made. 
Be was discharged on bail that afternoon, and 
fifteen days after the order of arrest was vacated. 
Tlie anidavlt on which the arrest was made set out 
that the defendants in tuat suit had conspired to 
cheat tne plaintiffs (the delendants in this suit); that 
tne present plaintiff had assumed the debt of his 
father, and that he was a non-resident. It appears 
that while this debt -was being contracted the father 
waa in negotiation for a house on Gtrard avenue 
near Fourteenth street, Philadelphia, and that his 
eon had paid a portion of the purchase money for 
liim; in view of this fact the title was taken to the 
son. The son subsequently made a verbal promise 
to Francis A Loutrel to assume or secure his father's 
debt, but when about to be married thought he 
ought not to do so on liis wife's account. 
The Court, in charging, said the order of arrest 
could not have been granted on the charge of coiu- 
•bming to defraud, and therefore It was on the alle- 
gations or the assumption of debt and non-residence 
that It was granted. These were true, as the words 
were usually used, but they were not true In law, aa 
there can be no assumption of another's debt bjt 
mere words. The main question, therefore, was 
whether the defendants, In swearing to .this affi- 
davit, intended to mislead the courk into a false be- 
lief that they had a cause of action. If they dut so 
they were liable, for it was malice. What was done 
In executing tne order of arrest, unless by their ex- 
Dress direction, they were not liable lor.

Captain Mills was called to the stand, ana testi- 


fied that ho had given an order to Casey to arrest all 
parties against whom be conid establish a charge 
of vagrancy; had given such an order half a dozen 
times; did not mention or connect Failoii's name 
with that order. 
On cross-examinatfon witness said he gave no 
orders or directions with reaard to Fallen when he 
was brought to the station house; believed that the 
charge was made to Sergeant Schofield. 
This closed the testimony on either aide, and after 
summing up by counsel Judge Curtis proceeded to 
charge the jury as follows:— 


GENTLEMEN or THE Juity—This action is brought 
to recover 4500 damages against the delendants for 
an alleged false imprisonment. The facts, as they 
have been narrated before yon, are substantially 
these:—ihe plainer was arrested in midday, with- 
out a complaint being preferred by a third party, 
without any warrant or process of law, without 
being detected hi tne commission of any otfence or 
the violation of any law; taken toastation house, con- 
fined there for a period of time, taken thence before 
a ponce magistrate, before whom he had an examina- 
tion, and by that police magistrate discharged. Now, 
this is a case which involves a principle that is as 
near and dear to yon and to all or us as to the plain- 
tiff in this action. In every act that Is legal and 
within the scope of their authority tne police or this 
city should be snpported, not only by the voice of 
the community, but by the verdict of any jury be- 
fore whom their conduct is placed for justiUcatton. 
But u is the duty of a jury, where a policeman steps 
outside of his authority, to rebnke his usurpation of 
power and to say to the police' authorities that they 
must keep within the law. It is a matter of con- 
gratulation with regard to the Police Board of the 
Metropolitan district that it Is composed of men of 
integrity, of sagacity,' of reputation. But yoa. gen- 
tlemen, are Jo distinctly understand in thenrst piace 
that a regulation of the police not sanctioned bv an 
express legislative provision of ihe Commonwealth 
Is not binding and operative as law. Something has 
been said -*rith-. regard to the antecedents of this 
plaintiff. Now I am bound to say to you that what- 
ever may be the antecedents. of a man, conceding 
tnem to be bad; If yon please, he Is entitled, when he 
comes into a'conrt of justice, to Justice, and 1 ven- 
ture to express the hope that the day will Beiar dis- 
tant when any man shall be deprived of his rights in 
a court of justice by excitement, by prejudice or by 
passion. You are to try this case entirely npon the 
proof, and' if, as was intimated by the counsel for 
the piamtiff, m the different rulings of the Court 
npon questions or testimony the Court was in error, 
relief is to be had at the appellate tribunal. Now tne 
ostensible cause of the arrest of this man was that 
he was a vagrant. It was upon that charge he was 
arrested; npon that charge he was detained; npon 
that charge he was examined, and it was upon that 
charge he was acquitted. It was nowhere con- 
tended, 
so far as I have 
been able to 
learn from an examination 
of 
the record, 
that he was charged with being a thief or a robber. 
The simple charge was that he was a vagrant, and 
that is, in the language of the common law and un- 
der the statute, "one having no visible means of 
support," Mr. Justice Dodge passed upon that 
question, and he said 
with regard 
to that 
charge that it was not proven, and the complaint 
was dismissed. Now, I charge yon as matter of 
law with regard to the charge of vagrancy, that its 
adjudication by Justice Dodge, so far as the prob- 
able cause is concerned that is pleaded in the de- 
fence in this case, disposes of it altogether. It is 
what tne law terms res afyvaicata. 
Mr. Justice 
Dodge, a magistrate having competent jurisdiction 
over the subject matter and over tne parties to it, 
having passed upon that question, has taken it out 
of tne power of the defence m this case to set it m>- 
Therefore, I charge yon that as matter of law there 
is no defence whatever to this action; that aa matter 
of law that arrest was without warrant of law 
without color of law, and that 
this plara- 
titf must recover Borne damages at yonr Bands 
Now, it is contended on the part of the defendants 
that but one at least Is liable; it is contended that as 
lar as Captain Mills Is concerned this proceed- 
ing must terminate in his favor. It appears from the 
evidence that officer Casey, who is a subordinate of 
Captain Mills, took the plaintiff into tue station 
house, where Captain Mills had control and authori- 
ty, and that by direction of Captain Mills this plain- 
tiff was consigned to the cells m the statKm house, 
if that be true, then Captain Mills was a party to 
this outrage, and is responsible also. But with re- 
gard to the verdict that is to be rendered as against 
these defendants yon have a wide discretion 
Yon 
have the right to give a verdict In any sum within the 
jurisdiction of this court. 
With rezard to the 
amount of the verdict, that is a question for yon to 
pass upon. One thing is sure, that there is nothing 
nearer ana dearer to a man than his personal liberty 
One thing is sure, that there Is nothing that calls 
more for the rebuke of a jury and the'courts than a 
wanton deprivation of that liberty. So far as Mr 
Casey 
was 
concerned, it seems 
he 
Brst 
was acting nnder a general authority and order 
of Captain Mills, and that when he brought tne 
man to the station house the man came under the 
control and authority of Captain Mills. Casey, so 
far as the proof is concerned, shows a good char- 
acter. It has not been assailed. You must not al- 
low yourselves to be prejudiced by any statement of 
the counsel for the plaintiff with regard to captain 
Mills. Whatever his reputation in tne community 
may be, that Is not a matter for you to pass upon, 
He is to stand here, like the plaintiff, upon the evi- 
dence. You, as twelve sworn men, are to try the 
case according to the evidence. You have the 
power, however, if you BO desire, to separate the 
damages. If yon believe that Casey is less to blame 
than Mills you have the right, to say so by your ver- 
dict. Kyou believe Mills to be more to blame than 
Casey you have the rurht to say so by Tour verdict. 
In other words, you have the right to render a ver- 
dict against Casey for six cents and against Mills 
for $500. Now, as I stated before, there Is a prin- 
ciple involved in this case. It is a principle that von 
are to pass upon. 
It has 
been 
no "un- 
common thing In onr streets that citizens of 
the highest respectability, or eminence even, have 
been stricken down nnder tbe stroke of the club. 
I remember within my own knowledge that one of 
our llrst citizens, now a senator in the State Legis- 
lature, was arrested in front of his own honse of a 
summer's evening, was placed in the cell in a station 
house, detained overnignt and set at liberty tue next 
morning. It is the usurpations of power that yon 
are to punish. Whenever the police discharge their 
duty within the scope of their authority ana within 
the pule of tue law they should be supported, but 
when they etep outside of the pale of their authority 
and put their hands, without warrant of law, with- 
out process oflaw, upon the shoulder of the citizen 
then they should be rebuked by a jury of their coun- 
trymen. Gentlemen, it ia such octa of tyranny as 
these that have caused many to believe tDat we are 
slowly yet surely on the wave of the civil war float- 
ing out to tlie unknown and unbounded sea of 1m-' 
perlalism. The safety of the people must be with 
themselves. The jury box of tne land must be the sen- 
try box of the general liberty. I desire that you will 
give this case a careful scrntlnr. 
1 flrst charge 
you, as 1 staled before, that so for from any excuse 
existing here there is none. You must ilml a verdict 
against the defendants. With regard to the amount 
that is to be determined by yourselves, but 1 trust it 
will be in such an amount as will vindicate the gene- 
ral right of the citizen to his liberty, and as will in- 
struct those who desire to oppress the citizen that 
they cannot do It with impunity.

Tlie Critical Condition of Franco. 


Our latocc cable despatches from Paris do not 


show Oat we, more than two thousand miles 
away, exaggerated the situation in France. 
We had prepared the public mind of this coun- 
try to regard the elections in France as a test 
of tlic French estimate of Napoleonism. The 
facts which the elections brought out justified 
our strongest statements. The result of the 
Paris elections was go clearly, so fully, so 
emphatically anti-Napoleonic, that no one, no 
matter what his previous opinion may have 
been, was left room for doubt. The response 
made by the other large cities and generally 
throughout the departments was quite as de- 
cided and quite as unmistakable. Paris, the 
large cities generally, the intelligent sections 
of the departments, have all spoken with, one 
voice, and that voice has, without any quali- 
fication, condemned the one man government. 


The situation is not much altered to our 


view by the explanations which the govern- 
ment, through the acknowledged official jour- 
nals, has given to France and the world. That 
the government was fully aware of what was 
to happen and had taken all the -iocessary 
precautions to prevent serious results seems to 
us rather confirmatory of our views than 
otherwise. 
When praise is meted out libe- 


rally to the troops for their patience, firmness 
and moderation in suppressing the disturb- 
ances it convinces us, if conviction were neces- 
sary, that anti-Napoleonic feelings were mani- 
fested, and manifested more strongly than we 
have been encouraged to believe. Even the 
government and the government journals can- 
not disguise the fact that the situation really is 
serious. Documents of secret societies have 
been seized, but only through the instrumental- 
ity of paid spies and hireling agents. This, how- 
ever, is not aK. The Duke de Persigny is 
deeply exercised by all that has happened. He 
has written to his friend Ollivier, the one 
French statesman who has advocated the joint 
cause of Napoleonism and liberty, admitting 
the wisdom of Ollivier's position, and going in 
for the empire and liberty on the ground that 
a just, firm government can bear the existence 
of every liberty. 
The Duke de Persigny thus 


admits that Napoleonism, if it would live, must 
change its base. From the fact that Baron 
Haussmann has resigned his positi»u as Prefect 
of the Seine it is not unreasonable to conclude 
that the Duke de Persigny foreshadows the 
future policy of the government. 


Looking at all the facts of the case and 


giving them a liberal interpretation, we can 
come to no other conclusion than that the 
policy which, the Emperor for seventeen years 
has been sedulously pursuing has been en- 
dorsed by the country and admitted by the 
government. 
It is now made abundantly 


manifest that the Emperor has made a mis- 
take; that bis ideas, grand as some of them 
have been, have not laid hold of the French 
mind, and that France now, in place of being 
driven, must be humored, flattered, yielded 
to, and otherwise gently led. It was evidently 
Napoleon's opinion that if Franco could oaly 
be dazzled by imperial splendor and success,. 
France would be satisfied. No doubt he was 
so far correct. 
The Russian war, the Italian 


campaign, the Grand Expositions, tne costly 
improvements of Paris, all for a time had a 
good effect. 
But wars and expositions are ex- 


pensive, and so is the remodelling of a great 
city 
like 
Paris; 
and, 
unfortunately, 


the 
Emperor 
has 
lived long enough 


to allow the expenses incident to such under- 
takings to loom too prominently before the 
public mind. This, however, does not fully 
state the case. The French people not only 
now see the costly result of this splendid and 
protracted show; they have been leeling, and 
they are now feeling, that the success which 
for a time gratified their vanity has of late 
been totally wanting. The Mexican blunder, 
with its tragic results, still pains them. His 
interference in the affairs of Italy has been to 
them a doubtful benefit. His policy with re- 
gard to Prussia is on all hands admitted to 
have been a failure. He attempted too much 
and accomplished too little. After seventeen 
years of pretentious and rather brilliant impe- 
rialism, France discovers and hesitates not to 
proclaim that she is not what she once was, 
not what ehe thinks she ought to be; that ter- 
ritorially she is too straitened; that among 
the Powers of E-irope she is no longer the 
first, and that liberty, except in a form in 
which liberty is an insult, is denied to her citi- 
zens. In other words, France has declared 
that twenty years of universal 
suffrage, 


coupled, as universal suffrage has been, with 
imperialism, has been a mockery and a sUam. 


The question which more than once we have 


asked already is still the prominent question 
of the hour—What will Napoleon do ? Events 
have proved that to pursue the policy which 
has become identified with his name would be 
fraught with serious danger. His embellish- 
ment of Paris, which has made that city at 
once the most beautiful city and the most mag- 
nificent fortress iu the world, baa not done so 
much for him as he expected. A rising in 
Paris Is now at once more difficult and 
more 
easily 
put down. 
The 
days of 


barricades are gone. 
But Paris is not 


France 
in 
tho 
old 
sense any longer. 


The sympathy between the heart and the ex- 
tremities is as strong, nay, stronger than ever. 
It is this strength of sympathy, iu fact, which 
constitutes the difference. 
The railroads and 


the telegraphs have compacted the great body, 
and every pnlae of the body beats harmo- 
niously with the action of the heart. 
In olden 


times Paris alone felt and thought and acted, 
and France was willing to follow. Now all 
Franco feels and thinks equally with Paris, and 
ia equally ready to act. Paris is no longer 
France, nor is France Paris. Yet Paris and 
France are now more a unit than ever they 
have been. To hold Paris now is only to hold 
a part of France; and bloodshed in Paris -!OW 
would not fail to act as a signal for a general 
rising all over the country. In a conflict with 
the people Napoleon knows well that it is now 
dangerous to trust the troops too far. French 
soldiers have found out the value of going with 
tho winning cause. A general rising, in con- 
sequence, in present circumstances is a thing 
to be avoided. To persist in his present 
course would be to provoke such a rising; 
and it may ba taken for granted that such a 
course will not be followed. Further reforms 
have thus become a necessity. That some- 
thing will be done in this direction we have 
no longer any doubt. How far concession 
will go we must wait to see. In the present 
. attitude of Prussia, we moat it4U be »Uow4d to 


say, there is an opportunity furnished Napo- 
leon for giving an outward direction to French 
discontent. Wo look for reform, but as reform 
is only a means to aa end, wo shall not be 
surprised to learn that reform is-to be backed 
up by a foreign war. 


Tbe Boston Jubilee. 


For some time we have found it rather diffi- 


cult to understand the Boston Jubilee—to 
know the whys and wherefores of it, and to 
comprehend exactly what it means in the 
world. We were sure it could not be that 
Boston had just discovered that the war was 
over—for the end of the rebellion and the sur-' 
render of Lee were recorded in several succes- 
sive copies of the HEBAU> several years ago—- 
and we have been informed by a traveller that 
the Bostonians oaly confine themselves to the 
Atlantic Monthly three days in four ; so that 
we have had BO doubt that on one of the 
fourth days they must have seen the HERALD 
and learned the news. Finally, we have dis- 
covered the solution of the difficulty. 
This 


jubilee is one of Fisk, Jr.'s jobs. He has 
gotten it up to serve some selfish purposes of 
his own. All his theatres here and nine or ten 
of his railroads have proved failures, and 
something had to be done. It suddenly oc- 
curred to Mm that he had the Boston boats 
left. But, then, the Boston boats are not a 
great deal, although if Boston were a greater 
place—a place to attract all New York to visit 
it—the Beston boats would be something band- 
some. Here occurred the idea to make Bea- 
ton great, if only for a day—and reap the 
harvest of that day. Hence the jubilee. All 
New York and part of Philadelphia go, and, 
going, pay tribute to Fisk, Jr. 
Boston 


dances, New York pays the fiddler and Fisk is 
"the man who laughs." We are not yet quite 
sure that Fisk does not mean at the end to 
gobble up Boston, as that is the place where 
the Pacific Railroad has taken refuge. 


TWO SIDES TO THE PIOTTTBE.—For several 


days past, in honor of General Grant and 
party, West Point has been the scene of »n 
unusual programme of balls, parades, sup- 
pers, <fec.; and to-day the President will be 
the lion at the Boston Peace Jubilee, where a 
thousand trumpets, bassoons, drums, fifes, 
fiddles, &c., 
and 
ten thousand 
voices 


and 
a hundred pieces of artillery will 


join a chorus on the blessings of peace. 
This is one side of the picture. 
Turn- 


ing over to the other side, at Cuba, we find all 
the horrors of war in full blast—a war of mu- 
tual extermination bjtween the Spaniards and 
Cubans—-and this, too, when a proclamation of 
belligerent rights in favor of the Cubans by 
the President of the United States is all that is 
wanted to change this war to peace. Why, 
then, is not this proclamation issued? We 
must refer the inquiring reader to Secretary 
Fish. 
He knows, or ought to know, the 


reason why. 
No outside philosopher can 


fathom it. 


MISTSTEE MOTLEY'S iNSTBrjoriorrs —By tele- 


gram from Washington we are told that Minis- 
ter Motley's instructions from President Grant 
aud the Cabinet as to his diplomatic course in 
London were not in accordance with the tenor 
of the recent cable despatches reporting his 
position with, respect to the rejection of the 
Alabama claims treaty and other pending ques- 
tions. Mr."Motley did not say that the admin- 
istration concurs with the reasons given by the 
Senate for its action with regard to the treaty, 
but, aa we are told, talked of a "temporary 
postponement" of the subject, its canvass just 
now being likely to increase the "irritation" 
existing in England. The Washington account 
leads to the inference 'either that Mr. Motley 
had no very definite instructions relative to 
the Alabama claims case or that he explained 
himself in a very namby-pamby style and non- 
committal terms.

For this purpose tbe tickets in the box 
at a certain date are to be treated on. tbe lot- 
tery principle and one or more drawn as 
prizes, the prize money to be paid to the 
holder of the other half of the ticket. There 
are some defects hero. The conductor may 
not put the tickets in; but if the whole ticket 
were given to the passenger ho probably 
would deposit the necessary part.

Racial and RcIi(ri<mB Vagaries of Western 


New York. 


We published yesterday, from our special 


correspondent, a full account of the twenty- 
first anniversary of the "Friends of Human 
Progress," at Waterloo, Seneca county, New 
York. The platform of these people is ex- 
pressed in the title they give themselves—the 
friends of human progress—and no one can 
complain that it is not comprehensive or broad 
enough. 
In fact, it is too broad to be gpeciuc 


and comprehensive enough to embrace all the 
isms of the day. The "Friends of Human 
Progress" do not appear to have any particular 
organization for social, communist, or co-oper- 
ative purposes as regards labor or property, 
but seem to be idealists only, composed of men 
and women of various opinions and isms, who 
meet together periodically to ventilate their 
theories. On this occasion there were about 
one hundred and fifty, white, black and 
gray, 
and 
of 
both 
sexes. 
Some of 


the names are 
familiar 
aa 
connected 


with 
abolitionism 
in times past, with 


the women's rights movements, with Spirit- 
ualism, and with other vagaries, and con- 
spicuously among them was that of Fred 
Douglass. 
There was a great deal of flowery 


talk about progress, humanity, a new age, and 
a new philosophy and religion, but no ideas or 
definite object 
As it is at the gatherings of 


the Spiritualists, the talk was mere rhapsody, 
stringing together big sounding words without 
thought or meaning. 
The only practical 


common sense address was that of Fred 
Douglass, in which he sarcastically and 
humorously touches up the spiritualism of a 
Mr. Mills. But it was evident that the hifa- 
lutin trash of this Mills and his Spiritualistic 
notions were favorably received by 
the 


assembly. It is utterly impossible to bring 
such a set of people down to the level of 
common sense, or to any clear ideas, even 
upon the theories they pretend to advocate- 


One remarkable fact is again brought be- 


fore us in this gathering of these idealists and 
fanatics, and that is, that Western New York 
is the birthplace, home and refuge of the 
wildest theories and of all the isms that spring 
up 
to 
agitate 
society. 
Abolitionism, 


which 
has 
cost . so 
much 
blood, 


brought upon us such a stupendous debt and 
jeopardized our republican institutions, grew 
up to be a mighty power there. 
Mormonism 


and its author, Joe Smith, were born there. 
John Brown was from that region. Commun- 
ism at Oneida, on Lake Erie and at other 
points springs into life and flourishes only in 
that part of New York. 
Bloomerism sprung 


up there. It was at Rochester that the Fox 
family commenced their knockings and laid the 
foundation of modern Spiritualism. 
Indeed, 


there is hardly a phase of socialism, com- 
munism, religious fanaticism, political theory or 
agitation or of infidelity that is not either born 
or receives its growth in Western New York. 
This is a curious fact, and the philosophy or 
reason of it is a matter of interesting specula- 
tion. It has been said that this peculiar state 
of things may be attributed to the Welsh char- 
acter of a great portion of the population, a 
great many Welsh people having settled there 
originally. But there is a large New England 
and old Puritan element there, and we all 
know that the Welsh were not more supersti- 
tious, theoretic and dogmatic than the Puritans. 
Western New York ia a rich country naturally, 
is central, and when once certain isms were 
started there one followed another as a natural 
consequence until that reffion has become the 
hotbed of them all, and of every new one that 
springs up. The only way to treat them is to 
let them alone, unless they become dangerous 
to the morals or peace of society, and they 
will die out iu time through the progress of 
intelligence and march of a higher civilization.

The House of Lords suddenly 
finds itself in such an attitude toward some 
measure that if it had any authority it would 
use it all to put the measure down; but it 
"establishes its authority" by mildly getting 
out of the way.

COLLEGE OP THE «IT8 OS1 
KEW V»!iS. 


Fil!in« of tlia Classic Chair and Ohaneex in 


the Coarse of Studies. 


A special meeting of the Trustees of the College ot 


the City ot New York was Held yesterday aiternoon 
in tne rooms of the Board ot Education, Grand 
street. The president, K. L. Larrimore, in the 
chair. The object of the meeting was to receive a 
communication from Nathaniel Sands, a member ot 
the Executive Committee, on the expediency of fill- 
in: tbe chair of Latin and Greek, now vacaut, 
at the College of the City ot New Yort. or 
of 
including classical studies in the 
colle- 


giate course. 
The secretary read 
the 
letter 


Mr. Sands nad addressed to Mr. Magnus Gross, 
chairman of the Executive Committee, on the sub- 
ject, in which he advocated the abolition of the 
classical chair in the college. In the coarse of the 
letter Mr. Sands referred to the object for which tbo 
college was founded, viz.:—First, that any of the 
youth ot thia city possessed of special talents, out 
lacking means tor their cultivation, may have placed 
within their reach an education the best possible for 
the development of their powers lor the benefit of 
themselves and of the community; and, second. u> 
provide for the comparatively well-to-do the means 
of parsums usetnl studies in compensation tor 
compelling them to provide for the Instruction 
ot their less fortunate citizens. These ends, he 
maintained, were not attained by devoting so muctt 
of the time of the students to classical studies, ana 
statistics showed that they had not been hitherto 
attained by tne College of tbe city 01 New York. The 
course ot study should embrace more that is prac- 
tical. The advocates of classical studies in the coi- 
letre argued that the study of Latin and Greek 
serves as a training tor the intellect; but 
science develops the same faculties, and far mora 
efficiently, and even for the cultivation ot art and 
taste science is the true curriculum. The last and 
most serious aspect of the question was tne fact that 
classical studies have a most pernicious inuuenca 
upon the morals and character of their votaries, in 
the Military Academy at West Peint neither Latin 
nor Greek studies are permitted. 
Mr. Magnus Cross moved the folio wing resolu- 
tion:— 


Whereas it is desirable to afford a'l those Interested in 
matters appertaining to public education, and to the College 
of the City of New lorlc In particular, full opportunity to 
present their views on the subject of changes in the course 
of study hi the last named Institution, thereby enabling tha 
Board of Trustees to act under a thorough understanding of 
the popular will; therefore, be it 
Resolved, That the subject in question or any definite ac- 
tion thereon shall be deferred, to bo made the snecial order at 
a meeting of the Board of Trustees to be called for the tirrt 
week of September nekt, and previous to the commencement 
of the new college term. 


Mr- Larremore spoke emphatically in support of 
classical studies, aud hoped that the trustees wouU 
not sanction any change in the present course of 
study. 
Trustee Wood was clearly of opinion that in order 
to give tlie students a proper education tne classical 
studies should be continued. He had been to the 
High. School of Edinburg, and there they got Latin 
four hours a day and had to go outside to learn 
reading and writing. It was an exclusive course 
of Latin and Greek tnac the authorities spoKe 
against, it was true that many ol the classical 
works 
were 
immoral 
in 
tneir 
tendency, 
but if we give them up on that ground we auould 
have to give up the Bible too. In one chapter ia 
the Romans tlieie was as much immorality as in 
Juvenal. He had spent six years In the study of 
tne classics, and he regretted that he had not gone 
to Oxford to finish tlie course. If the college waa 
to be keot up the classical course most be con- 
tinued. 
Mr. Larremore called|the attention of Mr. Sands to 
a report presented by President Barnard to tho 
Trustees of Alabama University, and stated that the 
president's objections to classical studies only ex- 
tended to the eany and elementary steps ot learn- 
ing, but if a youth was to bave a liberal education 
he must study tne classics. The resolution moveil 
by Mr. Cross, deterring the consideration, of tno 
subject, was carried, and the meeting terminated.

A committee appointed at the 
same meeting to examine "Townsend's Record and 
Encyclopedia ot the late Kebelliou," and report its 
value and the best means tor procuring it for ths 
society's library, presented a lengthened report, ask- 
ing for further time, and concluding with a resolu- 
tion complimentary to Mr. Townsend. 
The Chairman then announced that Mr. George 
C. McWnorter, of Oswego, had been expected to 
read a paper entitled "A Biographical bkctch of 
John Lawrance," but, as he was unable Co be pres- 
ent, 
Mr. George 
II. 
Moore, 
the 
librarian, 
would read the paper, which had been seat 
on. 
The paper 
commenced 
by stating that 
lew citizens were more worthy of honor and 
distinction tnan John Lawrance; yet, for want 
of a biographer, his memory was fast passing 
into oblivion. With the exception of a few notices m 
encyclopedias and newspaper paragraplia his name 
liad not been mentioned, mainly from the procrasti- 
nation of membera of his lainily. John Lawrauuo 
was born in Falmouth, England, in 1700. Ue was 
educated in the best English schools, and in 1767 ho 
left his native laud aud came to this country. Ua 
at once commenced the study of the taw. and in 
1772 commenced to practise on his own account. 
At the outbreak of the Revolution ho cntTea 
the Revolutionary army, ana wan made u colonel m 
General McDougul's brigade. In 1779, owict; to hi» 
great legal abilities, he was appointed by AVashlng- 
1.011 ua .ludge Advocate General of tlie Continental 
army, and m September, 178U, had charge ot thu 
trmi of Major Andrii, and sentenced Juui to execu- 
tion on tlie .M br Oi tober in th.it year. At the close 
of the Kevolution Lawrauce left the army and re- 
turned to New York with Ins fa-iaily, and was then 
elected a vestryman of Trinity church, a trusteo 
of Columbia College aud a member ot the Cincin- 
nati Society, lie resumed the practu e of the law, 
aud in a directory published in I7h6, when the popu- 
lation of New fork was &i,614 peraons und only 8«H 
names were recorded, uln name- was among thoie of 
lawyers. In 1785 he was elected member of tlia 
legislative Congress ol tile Conlederution, and w»w 
continually honored with political poaitiou uutii 
1800, -when he retired from public life. lie died ui 
1810, after a short but painful illness.

decision of the Chief Justice of Now Hampshire 
in a recent criminal case was regarded as embodying 
really correct law in respect to insanity as an ex- 
cuse for crime. All questions of iusauity, including 
teats and definitions, arc questions of fact to'be de- 
termined by the jury, and thc duty of the Court is 
not conaned to the simple Instruction that if they 
find the prisoner to have been iusane when ho 
committed the act, and tnat the act was the 
offspring of sucli disease, they must acquit him on 
thc ground of Insanity. After an amusing discus- 
sion about the treatment of the insanu in Massachu- 


neathen. They bound themselves to live according 
to the rules of tne canons of St. Augustine, and 
elected as flrst master Hugh de Payens. In 1119 
they were assigned e.uartera In the Temple and 
called Militia Templl and Templars. In 1120 Polk, 
Count of Anjon, on a pilgrimage to Jerusalem to 
offer vows at the Holy Shrine, impressed with 
their sincerity, joined the society, and upon his 
return home remitted thirty pounds of silver 
annually, which example was. soon followed 
by many other noble princes of tne West. For 
nine years the Templars lived In poverty and gave 
all presents received towards ameliorating the con- 
dition of pilgrims, 'wore only such clotuing as tue 
hand or charity bestowed, and though constantly 
engaged in fighting the Inndel were so poor tnat 
Hugh de Payens and hia fnend, Godfrey of St. 
Omer, both rode the same war horse. In 1128 the 
order was conflrmed by the Council of Troyes, and 
a white mantle prescribed as their habit to dis- 
tinguish them from the Knights of St. John or Hospi- 
tallers of Jerusalem, an order differing from the Tem- 
plars only in then- mission, theirs being to minister 
to the sick. In 1146 .the Templars were ordered to 
wear constantly exposed upon then- breasts a red 
cross, as a symbol of martyrdom, and to carry a 
banner bearing the humble inscription, "Non noWs 
joonitne, sea Tiomine tuo Oa giortam."' ("Not to us 
o Lord, not to us, but to Thy name give the glory pi 
5?J£ii.<!e.. PlHen8 also adaed a new rule, that no 
knight should be admitted to the order except he 
flrst settle all fends and amend his life. Now began 
the Templars' success. Valuable gifts came flowing 
in from all Bides. In 1129 800 knights irom the 
noblest families of Europe enrolled themselves under 
the Tempters' banner and followed Hugh de Payens 
to the Holy Land. Prom this tlmeforward their his- 
tory forms a prominent part of that of the Crusades 
and is familiar to most readers. Wherever the battle 
raged fiercest or sword of Saracen threatened a 
Christian there was found a Templar to avert the 
blow. In the latter-part of the twelfth centnry the 
order became demoralized by excess of wealt" ob- 
tained in successful wars against the heathen.

Christian oower began to decline in the East, Salaam 
prepared to recover Jerusalem and round discord in 
the Christian camp.

extinction of the order. Scarce ten Knights sur- 
vived this conflict, and tney, with the remnants of 
the Hospitallers and other orders, toot refuge la. 
Cyprus. Here they elected Jam«3 De Molay, an 
estimable Knight. Master. Their numbers, wealth 
and 
power again increased tin they excited 
the envy of PhiJlp the Fair, King of France, 
who is

"the monster of the aee" 
Philip by various artifices, elevated Clement V to 
the office or pope, and these two determined to de- 
grade the order and crush it out or existence 
De 
Molay was summoned to the presence ot Pope Cle- 
ment at Paris, ostensibly to consult with reference 
to another crusade, but the real purpose was soon 
made manifest. A list of absurd charges were pre- 
ferred aealost the order, and on October 13, MOT De 
Molay and all Templars were arrested, under the 
most treacherous circumstances, and cast into 
prison. "Their real crime," says Mills, "was their 
wealth." They were subjected to a mock trial, 
tortured, condemned, and many of them burned at 
the stake, futy-four at one time in Paris. Pope Clement 
assembled the cardinals and prelates In secret con- 
sistory at Venice, and soon after on his own authority 
isaaed a bull abolishing the order. De Molay was 
burned at the stake on March la, 1314. and wi'h him 
it was supposed, perished Hie order: but notwiui 
standing the efforts of tne King and Pope, the order 
was not exterminated. De Molay, in anticipa- 
tion 
or Ills fate, appointed John Mark La- 
mienus as his successor in office, and from 
that time to the present there has been a regular 
succession of Grand Masters. 
The order" still 
exists In France, and ranks among its members 
some of the most influential noblemen of the empire 
In Portugal the name of the oraer has been chanired 
to tbot of the "Knights 01 Christ," and its cross is 
frequently conlerred by the government as a reward 
or distinguished merit. 
In England the encamp- 
ment, ol lialdwin, which was established at Uristol 
by the Templars who returned w.th Richard 1 iroin 
Palestine, still continues to hold resrular meetmm 
and is believed to 
have preserved the an- 
cient 
costume and ceremonies of the order 
This Encampment, with another at Hath arid 
a third at York, constituted the three oriciual 
Encampments 
of 
Knjrland. 
From these liave 
emanated the existing encampments of liroat Bn 
tain and the United States, su that the order as it 
now exists is a lineal descendant of the ancient or- 
der of the Temple. In Cunningham's edition or the 
Templar's chart may ue louud a list of the Grand 
Musters, trout I!us;h de Payens to Sidney Smith 
(elected in 1838), and the dates of their election eni- 
braciug representatives of the noblest families lu 
Europe ot all ages since the foundation ot the 
order.

Tlie strand "bull" movement 
wiricfi carried up prices so triumphantly throughout 
the spring was so saccesslal ana so widespread that 
tbe veriest "bears" were compelled to tarn around 
and go with the tide, while the whole street vied 
with each other In clutching at the stocks, 
woKjh kept tsteaday rising. 
2t is an axiom 


.e* Wall street that when everyoody is a '-ball" 
one "bear** can turn the market. 
In such 


« condition of the market-everybody is ready to sell; 
no one IB wilting to buy. Old operators shook their 
beads, said prices were very high, that Iney were 
carrying an they wished and that they would not 
bice to take any more. AH over-sold market leads 
to an upward turn in values, for the reason that the 
demand for stocks is greater than the supply of 
them. So, in a universal "bull" mariet, stocks, par- 
ticularly after such a large advance in prices as that 
which .toot 
place during the period 
from 


February to June, arelitely to ttunble, for the reason 
that tne sellers are more numerous than the buyers, 
and the supply becomes -greater than the demand. 
Eenee some -.or the cliques who were threwd 
eaoogh to see *fofo weak point in the marlcet opened 
tne bear attack; which begun about a fortnight since.

ttoia year. Of course, it is not to be imagined, that 
prices are goinK to decline gradually until it suits 
the cliques to torn the market. Under each circum- 
stances every body would be in toe same boat, and 
tne cliques would fail in their schemes. It is hardly 
probable that-money can continue active throughout 
the summer or until the fall drain lor moving the 
eotton and corn brings abous a uararal "bear" mar- 
"ket. There will be reactions, many of them, perhaps, 
In the general course of prices. The history of "Wall 
- etreetshows that the operator who has capital enough 
may go "long" or "short"—just as he pleases—

irregular and exorbitant rates of interest, will come 
ont with a profit.

The street money market was 
re-established on tlie sidewalk, in front of the Stock 
Exchange. The highest quotaole rate paid was three- 
fiixteenths, although as hlgU as a quarter was re- 
ported. It will be noticed that the stock market 
went np in tlie face of this stringency, the best 
prices ruling just as the demand was general auii 
pressing. 


The "unloading"' process is beginning to extend 


to tlie gold market, wiiere there was quite a sudden 
decline in the price to 137% before the adjournment 
of the board. The ittct la the "bulls," who have been 
holding so long, In expectation of a heavy demand 
lor shipment to Europe, have become tired of wait- 
Ing, especially as the foreign exchanges have weak- 
ened and are inore remote from the specie shipping:

UNITHD STATES CBCaiT COURT. 


Tbe Ship Jamea Fo»tcr, Jr.—The Carpenter 


Convicted Yesterday on Two Indlctmenta** 
Tbe Boatswain Convicted on One and tbe 
Third Mate on One. 


Before Judge Benedict. 


Thomas Murpby, tlie tbird mate of tbe efeip James 


Foster, Jr., was yeaterrtay pot on trial on an Indict- 
ment cbarcing Mm wltn assaulting and beating Wil- 
liam Walsn, vfliile the vessel was on Her last voyage 
from iiiverpool. 


JOHN M'VBETI'S TBSIIMON7. 


Was second mate of tbe James Foster, Jr.; remem- 


ber 'William WaJsU; hfi was aa ordinary seaman, 
about siiteea or eighteen years of age; about, nine 
o'clock to tne evening saw Morpny catch tne boy, 
throw him down, an d stamp -.on ins - head Trite bis 
heel; I went to Murphy and asked, what be was 
doing, and ne said that tne boy cmfld never be found 
when be was wanted; tbe boy was fonr feet and a 
naif orfivefeethlenaud was very slim; he'died a 
few days before getting into port; it was wlittin a 
week or ten days alter tois beating. 
On nis cross-examination the witness stated tbat 
the boy was never to be founa when wanted. 


Wrm.IAM THORNTON'S TESTIMONY. 
Was on board tbe James Foster, Jr., an able 'sea- 
man; knew Walsh; he was • a little bit of a fellow, 
deformed and apparently feeble; I saw Murphy l>eat- 
ing the boy one night; 1 was forward and saw Mur- 
phy haul Walsh from tne water closet and beat the 
Ooy with an Inch rope; the boy fell and begged to be 
forgiven and not to be flogged any more; the boy fell 
twice while Hnrphy|was beating lilm^hc beat mm on 
the bodv and shoulders; Murph* made Walsh nde 
the "black horse," a spar between the davits snp- 
-porttng the coats, and he feu down into the boat; 
tne "WacK horse" was a great thing on the James 
Foster; the captain ordered the boy not to go aloft, 
but to stay in the wheel honse; Walsh was in my 
watch; he was beaten for going forward; we were 
all ordered not to go forward; the Doy went forward 
to go into the water closet, and Murptty battled him 
out and beat him. 
Cross-examination—This toos place some time 
about tbe middle of February; I-often saw them 
fetching the boy aft; the only trouble taey had with 
him was keeping him aft; the only thing he,had to 
do was trimming the iamps-and colling the ropes. 
Re-direct—It was no matter, so far as the naviga- 
tion of the vessel was concerned, where he was: his 
pulling on a rope made no difference that could be 
perceived. 


•LEWIS OI-ISON'S TESTrjtO>T. 
Was on board the james Foster, Jr., on her last 
voyage; was an able seaman; I saw Marphy scriue 
theboywitn the rope two or three times; he tnen 
made him ride the "black- horse;" the boy fell off 
Into the boat, he was so weak; He afterwards went 
bacK on the spar; don't Snow what became of him 
then; the boy used mostly to clear np the quarter 
deck; he was a small bov. 
To the Court—It was cold on the "blacK horse;" it 
was freezing; the boy was on the "black aorse" 
about hail an flour; tke spar, or "black horse," could 
oe measured with the two hands. 


WHXIAM THORNTON JSECALLED. 
The weather was pretty cold the night the boy was 
ordered on the "black horse;" the wind was pretty 
stiff, but it was not cola enough to freeze salt water. 
To the Court—it was a Tery difficult thing to"stick 
to the "Black horse;" it was like riding a broom- 
stick; unless one lay right down and clung to It with 
legs and arms, it was unpossiblejto keep on It, and 
then tt was ten chances to one that a person on it 
would roll down to tbe under side. 
The case with this testimony was given to the 
jury without argument, under.'the charge of-the 
Court, and in about fifteen minutes a verdict of 
guilty was rendered. 
THK CARPENTER TKtEB OS A SECOND IS'DICTMENT. 
The carpenter of the ship, James fflynn, already 
convicted on one Indictment, was tried on another, 
charging him, as an officer, with an assault on Abra- 
ham Bradley, a passenger cook. 


.7A.MES ALLBN'S TESTIMONY. 
Was a passeoger on board of the James Foster, 
Jr., on Her last voyage ; knew Olynn, the carpenter, 
and Braoiey, a passeneer cook; I saw Olynn assanlt 
Bradley many times, but one more especially; Brad- 
ley waa orderea w> put on the fore hatch; tie was 
weak and I volunteered to put it on, but the carpen 
ter'wouldn't allow It, and called me a —of a— 
the carpenter was armed with a buna starter anr 
hit Bradley with It on the head, knocking hun down 
on the chains and then kicked him several times; he 
kicked him In the face; Glynn had on boots; Bradley 
crawled away on his hands and feet; somebody eise 
put on the hatch; before he went away the carpen- 
ter took Bradley by the head and repeatedly lifted 
it and thrust It against the anchor chains; 1 saw 
Bradley the next day close by the water closet; his 
face was one mass of bruises; he could scarcely look 
out of bin eyes; lib went into tne hosmtal that day, 
and four or live days alter that he died and was 
thrown overboard. 
Four other witnesses were called, each of whom 
corroborated the statements of Allen. No evidence 
was introduced lor the defence. The case was sub- 
mitted without argument, and the jury returned a 
verdict of enuty. 


GLYNN TBIED ON A THIRD INDICTMENT. 
James Glyun was tried on another indictment, 
charging him with an assault on George Grant, an 
able seamau. It appeared Irom the evidence that 
wliile Graut was sick and delirious in the hosplta 
Glynn kicked him iu the lelt temple with Ills double 
soled boot, and that the next day Grant died and 
was thrown overboard. No evidence was taken for 
the delence. Glynn was found guilty.

Wm. Cruther.*, the boatawalu, was tried and found 
guilty or an assault on George Graut, the Heaman 
mentioned in the preceding case.

The Inquest Over Fitzpatrick—The Negro Ex- 


onerated. 


The Coroner's jury in the inquest over the body of 


William" Fitepatricfc, who was shot on Sunday morn- 
ing ny the negro Francis DraKe, concluded, from the 
testimony elicited, that tbe shooting was justifiable 
on the part of the negro 
and returned a 


verdict in accordance. It appears some parties, the 
deceased among the number, went to the house of 
the negro for the purpose of beating him. They called 
him out, when a fellow by the name of Bradshaw 
pitched into him. 
Thomas Moore, another of the 


party, testified that he and the deceased pulled 
Bradshaw off the accused when he had him on the 
ground. Bradshaw then wanted to go away, but 
tne deceased said, "Yon must fight, anyhow." 
In 
the meantime a colored man named Joseph Williams 
handed Drake a pistol, and he fired unon Fitzpat^ 
net, who fe.i upon the ground. 
Witness testified 
that Bradshaw asked him if he had a knife be- 
fore they reached Drake's house, and when 
he 
replied 
he 
had 
not 
Bradshaw 
said, 
"Never mind, I'll chaw tne 
face off him." 
Elizabeth Robinson testified that she saw Richard 
and John Moore, Bradshaw and the deceased on tne 
morning In question; saw them figntmcr; Bradshaw 
threw Drake down, and the latter cried, "He's bit- 
ing me, let me up;" Williams started to take Brad- 
shaw off, when Richard Moore said, "Let them alone, 
let them fight;" they then got up, and Drake said to 
his wife, "Mary, bring me my pistol;" did not see 
her return with the pistol; Drake, after getting np, 
said, "I'm bit;" Williams then pulled out a club and 
struck Bradshaw, ana he ran away; at tne time 
Drake 
Bhot 
Fitzpatrick 
he 
was 
standing 
about sixteen feet from him. Jordan Watts testified 
that he saw Drake and another man on the 
ground and heard a man shout. "Shoot him;" wit- 
ness said, "For the Lord's saKe, don't shoot him I" 
Drake drew ins pistol, and, using an oath, said 
"Die I" he fired at the same time, and the deceased 
fell.Thia testimony was corroborated by several other 
witnesses, when the Jury returned the following 
verdict:—"We find that William Fltzpatricfc, de- 
ceased, came to his death by a pistol shot wound at 
the hands ot Francis Drake on June 13, 1869, and 
that the said shooting was done in seu-detence by 
the said Francis Drake." 
The prisoner was recommitted to jail to await the 
action of the District Attornev in the matter of the 
presentment of the case to the Grand Jury.

The Court House ot White Plains was crowded to 


suffocation at nine o'clock yesterday morning, when 
Judge Barnard and his associate justices took their 
seals on the bench and opened the June term of the 
Oyer and Terrnlner for Wcstchcster county with the 
trial of Charles Sullivan, one or the keepers of Sinn 
Sing Prison, who. It will be recollected by the 
readers of tbe HKHAI.I>, »hot and killed one of the 
convicts of the prison about three months since. 
for which act no now ntaiiiia at the bar or public 
justice charged 
with 
wilful 
and 
deliberate 


murder. 
The deepest 
interest was manifested 


in the proceedings, as was evinced by the largo 
crowd of persons which gathered in and around tlie 
Court House. Several of the Sing Sing officials and 
other friends of the prisoner were In attendance. 
Tne gallery of the court room contained a large 
sprlnking of ladies belonging ,to the surruiimilnfc 
neighborhood.

Considerable time was occupied In endeavoring to 


empanel a jury, a large number of the jurymen sum- 
moned having stated that they had formed opinions 
on the case, and they were therefore challenged. 
Several were challenged oeremptorily and some 
were disqualified for having conscientious scruples. 
At one o'clock only eleven jurors were empanelled 
to try the case and the court took a recess until two, 
ordering an additional panel of twenty to be sum- 
moned m the meantime. 


AFTER RECESS. 
The panel was completed at twenty-five minutes 
to three o'clock, and the lollowiug are tne names of 
the jury:—Robert Knowlton, of Bedford, foreman: 
John F. Korshay, Jr., Rye; Devoe Treadwell, Wutte 
Plains; St. John Brown, White Plains; Charles E. 
Johnson, White Plains; James H. Romer, White 
Plains: Isaac D. Sheldon, Rye; Joseph J. Marratt, 
Osslning; Wm. H. Eustace, White Plains; Stephen 
B. Reynolds, Somers; Icnabod names, Mount Pleas- 
ant, and Charles H. Brown, Bedford. 
District Attorney Dykeman then proceeded to 
open the case to the jury on behalf of the people. 
Be commenced by detailing the outbreak ol the con- 
victs or sing sing Prison on the 18th of March last. 
He described how the convict O'JTeiU surrendered 
to Captain Storms, seeing that he could not 
escape, 
and how he cried out on seeing 
Sullivan, the prisoner at tne bar, presenting his 
pistol at him, "Charley, for God's sake don't, shoot 
me; for I have surrendered to Captain Storms I" Ha 
wanted the prisoner to have a fair trial, and be 
hoped the jury would discharge the solemn duty im- 
posed on them In a becoming manner. 
The first witness called fo» the prosecution waa 
Jacob Storms, who testified ae follows:—Reside in 
Tarrytown; I remember the occurrence that took, 
place in my barn on the 18th of March; about half- 
past five on that day I went dowji to my barn and 
found Mr. Sullivan, a Mr. Manning and a Mr. Williams, 
and they wanted to know from me where the priso- 
ners were found; I said I did not know anything 
about it; Mr. Sulhvan said he saw my boys down 
there with two prisoners; Sullivan said the men 
that had money were lost, and those that nad not 
were round; I said I did not know anything about 
that; Mr. Snllivan said, "Well, you have spirited 
Mm away;" they said they wooM watch my house 
that night; Mr. Sullivan and Mr. Manning then went 
right round the barn out of my sight; 1 stepped in 
the barn and said in a loud voice, "If that man is m 
the barn we will catch him if we have to throw all 
tne hay off;" Sullivan was outside the barn at this 
time; the man came down on the floor by my side; 
after a minute or so he stood facing me, and had his 
hands thrown np to show that he was unarmed; im- 
mediately I saw his face turn pallid, and he cried 
out, "Oh, Cnarley, Charley, for God's sake don't 
shoot me, 1 have surrendered to Captain Storms;" 
turned round then and saw Snllivan advancing with 
a pistol in his hand; Sullivan said, "God d—n yon, 
I will shoot yon,w aud he shot mm In the hip, and 
then ran at him and klcKed him; O'Neill, the man 
that was shot, then cried out, "My God, Charley, this 
will kill my poor mother; take metoa doctor for 
you have killed me;" O'Neill had only ius under 
drawers and shirt on when he was shot; they then, 
put on nis pantaloons and made him wait orr; asked 
Sullivan where they were going, and he sa.ul they 
were going to take that man, dead or alive; asked 
them if they were goms to look for the other men, 
and they said not, that they were going with O'Neill 
to prison; after Sullivan fired I t*atd to him, "For 
God's sake don't murder the man;" says he, "I 
won't shoot again;" O'Neill asked them to get a 
wagon to take him down; he said he was shot and. 
could not walk; they would not get a wagon lor 
him. 
Charles "Williamson, examined by the District At- 
torney—I was a constable at ttte time of this occur- 
rence, on the 18th of March; I saw two convicts 
taken off the train; Mr. Sullivan asked me where 
those convicts were from and I tola him up in Cap- 
tain Storms' barn; I and Sullivan and Manning then 
went to the barn; when I first saw O'Keill he was on. 
the haymow; when O'Neill came down on the bara 
floor I do not recollect that he made any remark to- 
Sullivan; after Sullivau got In the door he had 
a pistol in his hand; I <fid not see the shot, fired; 
I neard the report of the pistol and it Eliot 
O'Neill; I think when Snllivan came m the 6^>or 
O'Neill made some such remark to him as "Uuilo, 
Charley," or something like that: could not say pos- 
itively what he said; immediately alter O'Neill Jell 
Sullivan had the pistol in his hand, pointing it at 
him; did not see Sullivan Kick the convict; tne con- 
vict said to Sullivan, "You have shot me;" "Well," 
said Sullivan, "you deserve It for the way you treated, 
craft;" I olraerved blood on tne convict's lace; it 
was caused by a kick from Manning, I think; as we- 
were going up to the barn I heard Snllivan say that 
If he found O'Neill he would shoot him, as he Knew 
if o'Sem was armed he would snoot him: I think 
Sullivan said, going up, that if. he'found 0*NeU! he 
would shoot him at sight. 
Dr. James \v, Scrtbner was next examined by the 
District Attorney, and testlttod as to tne nature of 
the wound whicn caused O'Neill's death, £c. 
Dr- Isaac G. Collins testified that he is physician 
of Sing Sine Prison and was on the Ihth of last 
March; was there when the convict O'Neill wa» 
brought back shot; he seemed to be In great bodily- 
pain aud waa vomiting; he kept growing worse and 
worse until the sixth day Irom tne day ne was shot, 
when he died; the cause of bis death waa the gun- 
sliot wound in the abdomen. 
The District Attorney here rested the prosecution. 


OPENING THE DEFENCE. 
Mr. J. S. Bates opened tne defence, and claimed 
chac there w«s no murder In the case. 
Joshua G. Many was the first witness called and 
examined by Mr. Larkin on the part or 
the 
prisoner. 
He testified that he resides in Sing 


s;ng; 
have been a 
constable 
there 
for five- 
years: have on several occasions assisted in the 
capture of convicts who escaped from tne prison; 
was called on by Mr. Sullivan to assist him lu the 
captuie of the prisoners who escaped on r,he 18th of 
March; we received information that two convicts 
had been taken at Tarrylowu; I was informed that 
the men who escaped Irom the prison were armed, 
and that Craft, one of the keepers, had been killed 
by them; 1 and Sullivan and Williamson went to 
Captain Storms'barn; we left Sulllvaa oucsido the 
barn, and went searching around. 
(The witness 
here went on to detail at length the searches they 
had made lor the convicts through the hav mows, 
.tc.) As Sullivan stepped into the barn I was a little 
behind him, and he said rather roughly to the «on- 
vict, "Give up that pistol, or I'll shoot you;" the 
convict stood with his right arm behind

then heard the report of Sullivan's pistol and the 
convict threw up Uia hands and said, "So help my 
God, Charley, 1 havo got no pistol, don't bhoot 
again;" the convict then said ho would go with 
Captain Storms, but not with Sullivan: Sulliven 
said, "Yes you will come with me," aud grabbed 
him; they both rolled on the floor and I thought 
the convict was grappling with Sullivan and I went 
over and kicked mm; the convict said, "Don't kick 
me, 1 am shot;" 1 said I did not know he was 
shot 
or 
1 would not kick him: thero was 
not a word spoken by the convict until alter 
he was shot; Sullivan remarked after he shot him. 
that lie did not fire as low as he Intended, and was 
sorry; on tlie way to the prison O'Neill said be dm 
not blame Sullivan for what he had done; tuat ho 
ulamed himself; Sullivan said to him—"Ify u Una

Charles Sullivau, the prisoner, was placed upon
